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The Estimates Documents 


Each year, the government prepares Estimates in support of its request to Parliament for authority to spend public monies. 
This request is formalized through the tabling of appropriation bills in Parliament. The Estimates, which are tabled in 
the House of Commons by the President of the Treasury Board, consist of: 


Part I - The Government Expense Plan provides an overview of federal spending and summarizes the key 
elements of the Main Estimates. 


Part II — The Main Estimates directly support the Appropriation Act. The Main Estimates identify the spending 
authorities (votes) and amounts to be included in subsequent appropriation bills. Parliament will be asked to approve 
these votes to enable the government to proceed with its spending plans. Parts I and II of the Estimates are tabled 
concurrently on or before March 1. 


Part III — Departmental Expenditure Plans, which is divided into two components: 


1) Reports on Plans and Priorities (RPPs) are individual expenditure plans for each department and agency 
(excluding Crown corporations). These reports provide increased levels of detail over a three-year period on an 
organisation’s main priorities by strategic outcome(s), program activity(s) and planned/expected results, including 
links to related resource requirements. The RPPs also provide details on human resource requirements, major 
capital projects, grants and contributions, and net program costs. They are tabled in Parliament by the President of 
the Treasury Board on behalf of the ministers who preside over the appropriation dependent departments and 
agencies identified in Schedules I, I.1 and I of the Financial Administration Act. These documents are usually 
tabled on or before March 31 and referred to committees, which may then report to the House of Commons 
pursuant to Standing Order 81(7). 


2) Departmental Performance Reports (DPRs) are individual department and agency accounts of results achieved 
against planned performance expectations as set out in respective RPPs. These Performance Reports, which cover 
the most recently completed fiscal year, are tabled in Parliament in the fall by the President of the Treasury Board 
on behalf of the ministers who preside over the appropriation dependent departments and agencies identified in 
Schedules J, I.1 and II of the Financial Administration Act. 


Supplementary Estimates directly support an Appropriation Act. The Supplementary Estimates identify the spending 
authorities (votes) and amounts to be included in the subsequent appropriation bill. Parliamentary approval is required 
to enable the government to proceed with its spending plans. Supplementary Estimates are normally tabled twice a year, 
the first document in early November and a final document in early March. Each Supplementary Estimates document is 
identified alphabetically A, B, C, etc. Under special circumstances, more than two Supplementary Estimates documents 
can be published in any given year. 


The Estimates, along with the Minister of Finance’s Budget, reflect the government’s annual budget planning and resource 
priorities. In combination with the subsequent reporting of financial results in the Public Accounts and of accomplishments 
achieved in Departmental Performance Reports, this material helps Parliament hold the government to account for 

the allocation and management of public funds. 
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SECTION I - OVERVIEW 


Chair’s Message 
I am pleased to submit SIRC's Report on Plans and Priorities (RPP) for 2007-2008. 


For 23 years, SIRC has ensured that the Canadian Security Intelligence Service acts within the 
law and respects Canadians' rights, while it carries out its mandate to guard against threats to our 
national security. SIRC’s role in achieving this balance — between protecting public safety and 
upholding fundamental rights and freedoms — is essential to a healthy, democratic society. 


In December, 2006, the Government received a comprehensive series of recommendations 
which could dramatically alter the review function in Canada. Mr. Justice O'Connor's report A 
New Review Mechanism for the RCMP's National Security Activities included proposals to 
expand SIRC's mandate to encompass the review of the national security activities of four 
federal departments and agencies: Citizenship and Immigration, Transport, the Financial 
Transactions and Reports Analysis Centre and Foreign Affairs and International Trade. While 
recognizing that the Government is in the process of formulating its response to these 
recommendations, SIRC stands ready to assume an expanded role. 


SIRC was also pleased to have an opportunity to appear before the House Standing Committee 
on Public Safety and National Security in November, 2006. Our Members believe that 
Parliament has an important role to play in the accountability framework for federal law 
enforcement and national security intelligence, so we welcomed this dialogue and hope to have 
regular and frequent contact with Parliamentarians in the future. 


I hope that SIRC’s RPP offers context and insight into our work. The Committee will continue 


to safeguard Canadians’ rights and freedoms, by ensuring real accountability and absolute 
respect for the rule of law.

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Summary Information 


Mission — To protect Canadians’ rights by ensuring that CSIS acts within the law. 


The Security Intelligence Review Committee (SIRC or the Committee) is a small, independent 
review body which reports to Parliament on the operations of the Canadian Security Intelligence 
Service (CSIS or the Service). It was established at the same time that CSIS was created in 1984, 
and derives its powers from the same legislation, the CSIS Act. 


The Committee is chaired by the Honourable Gary Filmon, P.C., O.M., who was appointed 
Chair on June 24, 2005. The other Members are the Honourable Raymond Speaker, P.C., O.C., 
the Honourable Baljit S. Chadha, P.C., the Honourable Roy Romanow, P.C., O.C., Q.C. and the 
Honourable Aldéa Landry, P.C., C.M., Q.C. All Members of the Committee are Privy 
Councillors, who are appointed by the Governor-in-Council after consultation by the Prime 
Minister with the Leaders of the Opposition parties. 


The Committee's raison d'étre is to provide assurance to the Parliament of Canada and through it, 
to Canadians, that CSIS is complying with legislation, policy and Ministerial Direction in the 
performance of its duties and functions. In doing so, the Committee seeks to ensure that CSIS 
does not undermine the fundamental rights and freedoms of Canadians. The Committee is the 
only independent, external body equipped with the legal mandate and expertise to review the 
Service's activities, and is, therefore, a cornerstone for ensuring the democratic accountability of 
one of the Government's most powerful organizations. 


To provide this assurance, SIRC has two key Program Activities. The first is to conduct in-depth 
reviews of CSIS activities to ensure that they comply with the CS/S Act and the various policy 
instruments that flow from it, and with direction from the Minister. The second is to receive and 
inquire into complaints by any person about any action of the Service. 


The Service continues at all times to be accountable for current operations through the existing 
apparatus of government, specifically the Minister of Public Safety, the Inspector General of 
CSIS, central agencies and the Auditor General, Information Commissioner and Privacy 
Commissioner of Canada.

Planning Environment 


SIRC's planning environment has been influenced by several factors. In some cases, their full 
effect has yet to be determined, but there is no question that they will impact on the Committee's 
work. 


O’Connor Commission 


The findings and recommendations of the Commission of Inquiry into the Actions of Canadian 
Officials in Relation to Maher Arar could have a significant impact on SIRC’s work. 


In September, 2006, Mr. Justice O’Connor released his Report on the Events Relating to Maher 
Arar. This seminal report contained 23 recommendations on various aspects of the Royal 
Canadian Mounted Police’s and other agencies’ national security activities, such as investigative 
interaction with countries with questionable human rights records and the issue of Canadians 
detained abroad. SIRC was pleased to note that Mr. Justice O’Connor’s findings concerning 
CSIS’s activities with respect to Mr. Arar were consistent with its own conclusions on this 
matter. 


Three months later, Mr. Justice O’Connor released a companion report summarizing the work of 
his policy review. While nine of its 13 recommendations dealt with an independent, arm’s 

length review mechanism for the RCMP’s national security activities, it also proposed that 
independent review and complaints investigations be extended to encompass the same aspects of 
the Canada Border Services Agency, Citizenship and Immigration, Transport, the Financial 
Transactions and Reports Analysis Centre and Foreign Affairs and International Trade. 
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Mr. Justice O’Connor concluded that SIRC was the logical body to review the national security 
activities of the latter four entities. 


The report also recommended that “statutory gateways’ be enacted linking the three independent 
review bodies, in order to provide for integrated review and a centralized intake mechanism for 
complaints. Although SIRC has some concerns about the mandate and potential resource 
requirements of the proposed Integrated National Security Review Coordinating Committee, 
SIRC is in full agreement that any legislative impediments to greater coordination and 
information exchange among existing review bodies, should and must be addressed. 


It is now up to the Government to respond to Mr. Justice O’Connor’s recommendations. SIRC 
has stated that is ready to assume an expanded role, subject to a full and complete assessment of 
possible workload and resource implications. 


Proposed National Security Committee of Parliamentarians 


Proposed legislation to establish a National Security Committee of Parliamentarians died on the 
order paper when the previous Government fell. 


If the Government pursues this initiative, it remains unclear what impact the new Committee 
might have on the existing House and Senate committees. SIRC also has questions about its 
own relationship with the proposed Committee. While SIRC wants to establish a constructive 
relationship, it remains concerned about respective mandates and possible overlap and 
duplication. In addition, SIRC’s Members would have to address the legal conundrum of how to 
respond to Parliamentary requests for classified information, which could conflict with their 
Oaths of Secrecy and certain provisions of the CSIS Act. 


Major and Iacobucci Inquiries 


In May, 2006, the Government appointed Mr. Justice Major to lead an independent judicial 
inquiry into certain aspects of the 1985 Air India bombing. Seven months later, in response to 
the findings of the O’Connor Commission, the Government announced a second inquiry under 
former Supreme Court Justice Frank Iacobucci, to examine allegations made by three Canadian 
citizens that information provided by Canadian officials resulted in their detention and torture 
abroad. Although SIRC has not yet been officially contacted by either inquiry, it will offer its 
full and complete cooperation should it be approached for assistance. 


SIRC’s Complaints Program 


SIRC’s complaints program could be significantly affected by what is envisaged in Mr. Justice 
O’Connor’s policy review. For example, if “review” includes a recourse mechanism for 
Canadians identified on Transport’s no-fly list, this will have huge implications for the volume 
of complaints SIRC currently handles. Moreover, it is uncertain what impact the creation of an 
Integrated National Security Review Coordinating Committee would have on SIRC, if it 
includes one centralized complaints intake system for existing federal review bodies. SIRC 
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would also need to learn and adapt to the new obligations imposed by the legislation governing 
Citizenship and Immigration, Transport, the Financial Transactions and Reports Analysis Centre 
and Foreign Affairs and International Trade. 


Ona more practical level, SIRC’s automated complaints tracking software would need to be 
customized in order to monitor complaints emanating from these departments. New Rules of 
Procedure would also need to be approved by the Committee and Members would require 
training in interpreting and implementing these rules and in understanding any new legislative 
responsibilities. 


Management Accountability 


SIRC continues to make progress in this area, although as a small federal agency, without the 
luxury of dedicated staff responsible for financial and human resource management, SIRC must 
increasingly rely on external contractors, which diverts resources from its core functions. 


In fiscal year 2006-2007, SIRC developed a financial management framework to improve the 
allocation and monitoring of expenditures. The latter aspect has been delayed, however, by 
technical problems related to software transition, preventing SIRC from realizing the full 
benefits of a modernized and automated monitoring of its expenditures. 


In June, 2006, SIRC received the results of an independent, external audit, which was a 
condition of receiving additional funding approved by Parliament in 2004. This audit found that 
“SIRC’s internal processes are reasonably well-controlled, thus enabling SIRC to properly 
manage the expenditure of public funds with prudence and probity.” Coincidentally, Treasury 
Board Secretariat initiated another audit of hospitality and travel expenses of small federal 
agencies and included SIRC in its ambit. The results of this second audit are expected to be 
published by the Treasury Board Secretariat by the end of the current fiscal year. 


Following the successful development of a Management Action Plan and Risk Assessment in 
2004-2005, SIRC participated in an on-line reporting exercise under the government-wide 
Management Accountability Framework. The results of this exercise are expected to be 
published by Treasury Board Secretariat by the end of the current fiscal year. 


SIRC also completed a threat and risk assessment by an accredited security officer from the 
Privy Council Office, to ensure compliance with the Management of Information Technology 
Security. SIRC has also enhanced physical security by upgrading its alarm system and is now in 
the process of further shielding its hearing room. 


Finally, SIRC notes that the Office of the Auditor General is considering examining the 
governance regime for small federal agencies. Given that the Chair and Committee Members 

are part-time Governor-in-Council appointments, any findings and recommendations could be of 
assistance in considering the expanded role for SIRC envisaged by Mr. Justice O’Connor. 
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Priorities 


Before discussing SIRC's priorities for 2007-2008, it is important to recognize that all of the 
Committee's resources are allocated to two Program Activities (which are described more fully 
in Section II). The first is to conduct in-depth reviews of CSIS activities to ensure that they 
comply with the CS/S Act and the various policy instruments that flow from it, and with 
direction from the Minister. The second is to receive and inquire into complaints by any person 
about any action of the Service. Many of SIRC’s priorities, such as the production of its Annual 
Report, are in effect an extension of SIRC's review and complaints programs. 


SIRC has identified five (5) priorities for 2007-2008, which are: 1) to produce an annual report 
and other high-quality communications material; 2) to pursue outreach activities; 3) to pursue 
liaison activities; 4) to undertake management accountability initiatives; and 5) to provide 
quality service to interested parties involved in the complaints process, through the provision of 
training and the sharing of best practices with Committee Members. 


Annual Report and Communications Material 


By reviewing past operations of the Service and investigating complaints, SIRC is able to make 
findings and recommendations designed to improve the Service's performance. The results of 
this work, edited to protect national security and privacy, are summarized in its Annual Report. 
In accordance with s. 53 of the CSIS Act, the Report must be submitted to the Minister of Public 
Safety "not later than September 30 in each fiscal year." The Minister then tables the Report in 
Parliament within fifteen days of its receipt. 


While SIRC’s Annual Report is the primary communications vehicle to the public, its website 
continues to attract a growing number of visitors. The number of “total successful requests” 
stood at 468,111 in January, 2007, which is a 68,000 increase from the same period the previous 
year. The Committee also continues to undertake a modest communications program, involving 
media interviews such as SIRC Chair Gary Filmon’s appearance on CTV’s Question Period in 
December, 2006, and the posting of speeches and other material on SIRC’s website. 


This is an ongoing activity which includes costs for writing, editing, translation, graphic design, 
printing services and work performed by professional consultants, as well as the electronic 
distribution of news releases and backgrounders to the media. 


Outreach 


In September, 2006, SIRC’s Chair gave a well-received speech to the Global Business Forum in 
Banff, Alberta and authored a companion op-ed published in the Calgary Herald. He was also 
one of the presenters at last year’s International Intelligence Review Agencies Conference and 
he has been invited to make a similar address to an International Symposium in June, 2007 
which will focus on “Accountability of Intelligence and Security Agencies and Human Rights.” 
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SIRC’s Executive Director and senior staff also expect to make several presentations over the 
coming year. 


This is an ongoing activity which includes the costs of travel and per diem costs incurred by 
Committee Members and SIRC staff, as well as some professional service contracts. 


Liaison 


In November, 2006, SIRC appeared before the House Standing Committee on Public Safety and 
National Security. Over the course of two hours, Committee Members had a wide-ranging 
discussion with Parliamentarians on Mr. Justice O’Connor’s Report on the Events Relating to 
Maher Arar as well as SIRC’s own report on this matter. This appearance also provided an 
opportunity to discuss SIRC’s Annual Report for 2005-2006 and its Main Estimates for 2006- 
2007. 


SIRC expects more frequent contact with Parliament in the coming year, especially if the 
Government re-introduces legislation to establish a National Security Committee of 
Parliamentarians. In addition, SIRC may need to liaise with the two judicial inquiries under 
Justices Major and Iacobucci, as well as participate in discussions with government officials 
concerning the recommendations of Mr. Justice O’Connor’s policy review. Finally, SIRC staff 
continue to actively participate in the Review Agencies Forum, which brings together 
representatives of the Commissioner for the Communications Security Establishment; the 
Inspector General, CSIS; and the Public Complaints Commission Against the RCMP. A fourth 
Forum was held in January, 2007 and at least two meetings are expected in the coming year. 


Resources associated with this ongoing priority are intended to cover the travel and per diem 
costs of Committee Members, plus the cost of preparing any briefing notes and other supporting 
material which may be prepared for liaison with these bodies. 


Management Accountability 


SIRC expects to respond to additional reporting requests from central agencies, associated with 
expenditure management reforms and the passage of the Accountability Act. In addition, it will 
be undertaking some staffing actions based on the new competency profiles and position 
descriptions developed in 2005-2006. It also intends to complete six corporate policies dealing 
with staffing. Finally, it stands ready to take whatever action is deemed necessary in response to 
Treasury Board Secretariat’s recent audit of small federal agencies and its evaluation of 
government-wide progress against the Management Accountability Framework. 


This is an ongoing activity. Resources identified under this priority will be allocated to 
contractors developing or implementing management accountability initiatives. 
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Quality Service 


As previously stated, SIRC anticipates significant changes to its complaints function, should the 
Government accept Mr. Justice O’Connor’s policy review recommendations. However, it would 
be premature to estimate possible workload and resource implications, until such time as the 
Government has announced its decision. 


Nevertheless, as a quasi judicial administrative tribunal, the Committee seeks to serve all 
interested parties, e.g. complainants, the respondent, the Canadian Human Rights Commission 
and other federal departments, in a timely and fair manner and in accordance with the rules of 
natural justice. The Committee achieves this objective through studying and receiving 
information on the best practices of other tribunals and adopting measures to improve the timely 
and efficient completion of SIRC’s investigations. 


In the coming year, Committee Members will be receiving training in administrative law and 
evidence and they will learn additional techniques for conducting a fair hearing. 


Resources associated with this priority are intended to cover the travel and per diem costs of 


Committee Members, hiring qualified speakers or trainers, plus the cost of preparing any 
briefing notes and other supporting material required by the Committee. 
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SECTION Il - ANALYSIS OF PROGRAM ACTIVITIES 


SIRC has only one strategic outcome, described below. In realizing this outcome, the 
Committee is seeking to ensure that at all times, CSIS acts within the law. 


This outcome is important to Canadians, because it helps to protect their fundamental rights and 
freedoms. In effect, SIRC is a cornerstone for ensuring the democratic accountability of one of 
the Government’s most powerful organizations. 


This outcome also contributes to one of the Government of Canada’s outcomes: specifically, a 
strong and mutually beneficial North American partnership. It is clear that Canada’s prosperity 
and security are closely linked to its relationship with its continental partners, all of whom are 
committed to the social well-being, economic success and the safety and security of their 
citizens. Security intelligence helps to safeguard this relationship, and the review function 
contributes to the effectiveness of these agencies. 


Strategic Outcome: 
To provide assurance to the Parliament of Canada and through it, to Canadians, that CSIS is 


complying with law, policy and Ministerial Direction in the performance of its duties and 
functions.

The purpose of the Review Program is to conduct reviews of CSIS activities to ensure 
compliance. The expected result is changes or improvements to CSIS operational policies and 
procedures, where appropriate, based on the findings and recommendations which SIRC makes 
in its reviews. 
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SIRC has virtually unlimited power to review CSIS's performance of its duties and functions. 
With the sole exception of Cabinet confidences, SIRC has the absolute authority to examine all 
information concerning CSIS's activities, no matter how highly classified that information 

may be. 


It is important to note that the Committee examines CSIS's performance on a retrospective basis, 
that is to say, it examines the past activities of the Service. Its work is not intended to provide 
oversight of current CSIS operations. However, by preparing "snapshots" of highly sensitive 
CSIS activities over two decades, SIRC helps Parliament to determine whether CSIS is acting 
appropriately and within the law. 


SIRC's research program is designed to address a broad range of subjects. This approach allows 
the Committee to manage the inherent risk of being able to review only a small percentage of 
CSIS activities in any given year. In planning reviews for 2007-2008 and future years, SIRC 

will need to keep pace with CSIS’s increased level of activity, while also remaining prepared to 
adjust planned activities to respond to unforseen events. This year, SIRC plans to complete eight 
reviews, a slight decrease from the past year, which will examine a broad range of CSIS 
activities. Decisions on review topics continue to be undertaken based on domestic and world 
events; issues, priorities and concerns identified by Canadians and Parliament; past reviews; and 
existing and emerging CSIS activities. 


As part of its review program, the Committee visits CSIS regional offices on a rotating basis to 
examine how Ministerial direction and CSIS policy affect the day-to-day work of investigators 
in the field. These trips afford Committee Members with an opportunity to meet with senior 
CSIS staff, receive briefings on regional issues and communicate the Committee's focus and 
concerns. Regional visits also permit the Committee to meet with experts on a broad range of 
subjects. The Committee intends to visit at least two CSIS regional offices in 2007-2008. 


CSIS also maintains a number of posts outside Canada. In order to monitor effectively the 
application of the Service's information-sharing arrangements with foreign agencies, SIRC 
conducts regular reviews of these Foreign Officer (FO) posts abroad. At least one FO post will 
be included in the 2007-2008 research plan. 


“Reviews of CSIS Activities” is an ongoing activity which includes salary costs and training for 
staff, monthly meetings attended by Committee Members, their travel expenses and per diems. It 
also includes ground transportation on a daily basis between SIRC's office and CSIS 
headquarters. 


Several performance measurements are used to assess its effectiveness. One measure is whether 
the research plan approved by the Committee is completed in its entirety. Another measure 
concerns whether CSIS acts on the recommendations contained in SIRC's reviews. Other 
measures include the number and scope of reviews relative to resources; how frequently 
different aspects of CSIS’s operations are reviewed, given that SIRC cannot review each on an 
annual basis; and feedback on the quality of reviews from those privy to receive them.

The purpose of the Complaints Program is to investigate complaints and conduct investigations 
in relation to: 


* complaints "with respect to any act or thing done by the Service" as described in the 
CSIS Act; 


¢ complaints about denials of security clearances to federal government employees and 
contractors; 


¢ referrals from the Canadian Human Rights Commission in cases where the complaint 
relates to the security of Canada; and 


¢ Minister's reports in respect of the Citizenship Act. 


The Committee has no control over the number of complaints it receives in any given year. Their 
volume and complexity can have a significant impact on SIRC's capacity to fulfill its mandate. 
Because complaints are very time consuming, small changes in their numbers can significantly 
affect the Committee's budget and operations. 


“Complaints” is an ongoing activity. It includes salary costs and training for staff, complaint 
hearings presided over by Committee Members, their travel expenses and per diems, as well as 
costs for simultaneous translation, court reporters, plus funding to obtain outside legal advice. 


One measure of its effectiveness is whether or not the Committee's decisions are subsequently 
challenged in Federal Court. SIRC has also adopted a standard that all written complaints are 
formally acknowledged within seven days of their receipt and that within 60 days, all complaints 
should either be resolved to the complainant's satisfaction, determined to be without foundation 
and closed, or elevated to the status of an in-depth Committee investigation.

Section IV 
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The Estimates Documents 


Each year, the government prepares Estimates in support of its request to Parliament for authority to spend public monies. 
This request is formalized through the tabling of appropriation bills in Parliament. The Estimates, which are tabled in 
the House of Commons by the President of the Treasury Board, consist of: 


Part I —- The Government Expense Plan provides an overview of federal spending and summarizes the key 
elements of the Main Estimates. 


Part II — The Main Estimates directly support the Appropriation Act. The Main Estimates identify the spending 
authorities (votes) and amounts to be included in subsequent appropriation bills. Parliament will be asked to approve 
these votes to enable the government to proceed with its spending plans. Parts I and II of the Estimates are tabled 
concurrently on or before March 1. 


Part III — Departmental Expenditure Plans, which is divided into two components: 


1) Reports on Plans and Priorities (RPPs) are individual expenditure plans for each department and agency 
(excluding Crown corporations). These reports provide increased levels of detail over a three-year period on an 
organisation’s main priorities by strategic outcome(s), program activity(s) and planned/expected results, including 
links to related resource requirements. The RPPs also provide details on human resource requirements, major 
capital projects, grants and contributions, and net program costs. They are tabled in Parliament by the President of 
the Treasury Board on behalf of the ministers who preside over the appropriation dependent departments and 
agencies identified in Schedules I, I.1 and II of the Financial Administration Act. These documents are usually 
tabled on or before March 31 and referred to committees, which may then report to the House of Commons 
pursuant to Standing Order 81(7). 


2) Departmental Performance Reports (DPRs) are individual department and agency accounts of results achieved 
against planned performance expectations as set out in respective RPPs. These Performance Reports, which cover 
the most recently completed fiscal year, are tabled in Parliament in the fall by the President of the Treasury Board 
on behalf of the ministers who preside over the appropriation dependent departments and agencies identified in 
Schedules I, I.1 and II of the Financial Administration Act. 


Supplementary Estimates directly support an Appropriation Act. The Supplementary Estimates identify the spending 
authorities (votes) and amounts to be included in the subsequent appropriation bill. Parliamentary approval is required 
to enable the government to proceed with its spending plans. Supplementary Estimates are normally tabled twice a year, 
the first document in early November and a final document in early March. Each Supplementary Estimates document is 
identified alphabetically A, B, C, etc. Under special circumstances, more than two Supplementary Estimates documents 
can be published in any given year. 


The Estimates, along with the Minister of Finance’s Budget, reflect the government’s annual budget planning and resource 
priorities. In combination with the subsequent reporting of financial results in the Public Accounts and of accomplishments 
achieved in Departmental Performance Reports, this material helps Parliament hold the government to account for 

the allocation and management of public funds.

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1.3 Summary Information

SSHRC also plays a leadership role in the development of research policy. The Council 
monitors emerging research trends in the social sciences and humanities and, through its 
strategies and programs, helps to chart directions for the national research effort. SSHRC also 
advises the Minister of Industry and the Government of Canada on future directions in the 
social sciences and humanities, and the effective integration of the social sciences and 
humanities into broader science, technology and innovation strategies.

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SSHRC delivers on its mandate through a variety of programs that award grants, scholarships 
and fellowships in open, independently peer-reviewed, national competitions. Overall, the 
Council’s programs support: 


research training for master’s and doctoral students and postdoctoral researchers — the 

research leaders of tomorrow; 

investigator-framed research in all areas of the Council’s mandate, including social 

sciences, humanities, education, law, business and the fine arts; 

e targeted research examining widely recognized issues vital to Canadians — for 
example, the complex social, economic and cultural changes associated with the 
knowledge-based economy; and 

e partnerships with, and the transfer of cutting-edge knowledge to, policy makers, other 

researchers, practitioners and the general public. 


In addition to its own programs, SSHRC administers, through the Canada Research Chairs 
Secretariat, and on behalf of the three granting agencies, the Canada Research Chairs and the 
Indirect Costs programs. Finally, while the Council is involved in many partnership programs 
and initiatives with other federal departments and agencies, it does not participate in formal 
horizontal initiatives (as defined by Treasury Board) with federal counterparts.

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1.4 Plans and Priorities: Details 


SSHRC’s annual priorities are determined mainly through reference to SSHRC’s Knowledge 
Council: Social Sciences and Humanities Research Council Strategic Plan, 2006-2011.” The 
Strategic Plan outlines a transformation for the Council — from a granting agency focused 
mainly on funding peer-reviewed research, to a “knowledge council” that extends its reach to 
maximize the benefits of research for Canadians. 


This strategy establishes an expanded role for SSHRC: the Council’s core business includes a 
stronger focus on supporting active and sustained linkages among researchers and between 
researchers and research users, as well as on the mobilization, dissemination and application 
of research-based knowledge. Transformation is the logical extension of the Council’s 
increasing emphasis, in recent years, on the integration within society (among individuals and 
organizations, in public policies and through public discourse) of knowledge created through 
social sciences and humanities research. “Transfer” and “mobilization” of knowledge — 
which correspond to “commercialization” in other sciences — are aimed at increasing the 
integration of social sciences and humanities knowledge into society at various levels, from 
policy and decision making to organizational practices and public debate. 


SSHRC’s key priorities for 2007-2008 are listed in Table 1 in 1.3 and are described below in 
greater detail. SSHRC’s planned activities under each of its PAs are described in section II. 
Table 20 in the Appendix provides a digest of all of the activities and initiatives to which the 
Council commits itself in this RPP. 


1.4.1 Priority 1: Invest in the Renewal and Continued Excellence of Canadian 
Research in the Social Sciences and Humanities 


SSHRC is Canada’s key instrument for supporting the best research and researchers in the 
social sciences and humanities. This capacity for creating knowledge and understanding is a 
critical factor for Canada’s quality of life and competitiveness in the knowledge economy. 
The research environment:in Canada and internationally is evolving, however, and SSHRC 
must play a leadership role to sustain the excellence of Canadian research in the social 
sciences and humanities. 


Faculty renewal and the challenges of new scholars 


The future growth and international impact of Canadian research depend to a large extent on 
new scholars, whose role is all the more important in the context of major faculty renewal in 
Canadian universities. A number of studies document that Canadian research granting 
agencies are already experiencing the effects of faculty renewal — huge numbers of new 
hires and expectations that these faculty will be active in research create pressure on 
granting-agency budgets. Indeed, between 2000 and 2006, SSHRC applications by new 
scholars increased by 102 per cent. Between 1996 and 2006, applications by researchers at

In the context of the extensive consultations held in 2005 to develop SSHRC’s Strategic Plan, 
SSHRC commissioned an analysis of key challenges faced by researchers in the early stages 
of their careers. The analysis was based on the broad input received during the consultation 
process, on a targeted literature review and on interviews with new scholars and chairs of 
departments. It was validated through a roundtable with young researchers. The analysis 
concluded that the key challenges faced by new scholars include heavy teaching loads and 
administrative duties; the difficulties in building a research record while carrying out these 
responsibilities; and the tension between the imperatives of networking, being 
interdisciplinary and linking with communities, and a rewards and promotion system that 
does not fully recognize and reward these activities. 


SSHRC intends to review this diagnosis of the challenges and identify possible steps within 
its mandate to address these challenges. 


Reinforcing research excellence by internationalizing peer review 


Peer review plays a key role in scientific and academic research, serving to ensure the 
reliability and credibility of new knowledge. SSHRC’s peer-review process is held in high 
regard internationally as a model to be emulated. In most of its research-funding programs, 
SSHRC uses a two-step peer-review process: the first step is the review of an individual 
research proposal by an expert in the field, and the second is the ranking of proposals by an 
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expert committee. The first of these is already very internationalized: roughly 45 per cent of 
the assessments received of applications to the Standard Research Grants program come from 
foreign expert reviewers. The second step — adjudication by committee — is primarily 
Canadian in constitution. 


Internationalizing the composition of adjudication committees is a means to further the rigour 
of the peer-review process, and hence the excellence of its outcomes. The adjudication 
process can benefit from input from an outsider, whose perspective can enrich a national 
research culture. Additionally, from a corporate point of view, the international exchange of 
peer reviewers is an effective way to promote the broader internationalization of research 
activities, a recognized goal for many national research organizations, including SSHRC. 


In 2007-2008, SSHRC will increase the internationalization of its peer-review system by 
inviting more foreign experts to serve on its adjudication committees across the range of its 
programs. 


Increasing responsiveness within SSHRC’s investigator-framed programs 


During SSHRC’s countrywide consultations in 2004, the research community impressed 
upon the Council the need for smaller grants that would provide a larger number of 
meritorious researchers, particularly new scholars, with funds for research. As a result, the 
Council committed to examine its major investigator-framed programs to determine how it 
can provide researchers with more responsive and flexible funding opportunities. In effect, 
this would respond to the varying needs for research support that researchers experience 
through the course of their careers. In 2007-2008, SSHRC will work further to determine 
how best to address these varying needs. 


1.4.2 Priority 2: Support Advanced, High-Quality Research Training and an 
Effective Research Training Environment 


Fifty-five per cent of full-time graduate students at Canadian universities work in social 
sciences and humanities disciplines. These graduate students represent a rich pool of 
developing expertise, and are the future creators, interpreters, critics and communicators of 
expert knowledge. They are the future leaders and innovators in workplaces in every sector. 


The vast majority of jobs created in Canada for the past 15 years have been for people with 
postsecondary degrees. The fastest-growing occupations are those requiring the highest levels 
of education. Between 1990 and 2004, 400,000 new jobs were created for individuals with 
master’s or doctoral degrees, a growth of 70 per cent. These highly educated professionals 
allow us to develop the best products, to sustain businesses and institutions with the best 
services, to educate the next generation, and to maintain a high standard of living. 


SSHRC helps build the research skills and know-how of students on several levels. It 
provides salary support to graduate students directly through scholarships and fellowships, 
and indirectly through stipends and research assistantships funded through grants awarded to 
more senior researchers. SSHRC also has a significant influence on the overall research 
environment within which both undergraduate and graduate studies are undertaken. SSHRC’s 
support of world-class research exposes students to a dynamic, competitive, productive and 
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enriching research environment. This exposure nurtures the range of skills that labour 
markets demand, within and beyond academia — skills such as synthesis and analysis within 
a team setting, and knowledge networking and communication. 


In 2007-2008 SSHRC will examine the factors that create a rich and effective training 
environment for students. This will include drawing lessons from the planned evaluation of 
the Doctoral Fellowships program. 


1.4.3 Priority 3: Ensure that Knowledge Generates Benefits for Canadians 


Moving new knowledge from the research realm into realms in which it can be applied to the 
benefit of Canadians is a dominant theme in SSHRC’s Strategic Plan. SSHRC understands 
this challenge in the broadest sense — that it is not merely about “transferring” knowledge 
after it is produced, but also about allowing opportunities for influencing the knowledge- 
production process from the beginning. 


Broadening our understanding of what constitutes research activity to include knowledge- 
mobilization benefits not only new knowledge and knowledge users. As knowledge- 
mobilization activities are brought into the research enterprise, graduate students have the 
opportunity to develop skills that are in increasing demand in the knowledge economy, such 
as cross-sectoral collaboration, networking and knowledge-translation skills. 


As knowledge mobilization is a dominant theme of SSHRC’s Strategic Plan, in 2007-2008 
SSHRC will work to promote knowledge mobilization on several fronts: the programs front, 
the corporate operations front and the policy front. These plans and activities are guided by a 
knowledge mobilization framework that was presented to and discussed by SSHRC’s 
governing council in June 2006. 


Knowledge mobilization in programs 


In recent years, SSHRC has piloted the development of new tools and methods to support 
knowledge mobilization. SSHRC has promoted interactive relationships between scholars 
and government departments, and between academic researchers and local community 
organizations, and has provided direct support to researchers’ own knowledge-sharing 
activities such as workshops and conferences. The pilot Knowledge Impact in Society (KIS) 
program awarded grants to universities to develop their own capacities in extending social 
sciences and humanities research knowledge beyond academic circles. In 2007-2008, SSHRC 
will continue to monitor the established KIS projects. In 2007-2008, SSHRC will also run 
another competition of the Strategic Knowledge Clusters program. This ongoing program 
supports networks of researchers and partners focusing knowledge on themes of strategic and 
intellectual importance. 


Knowledge mobilization — a focus of corporate operations 
SSHRC recognizes that in order for the partnerships and knowledge-mobilization aspects of 


its work to be effectively promoted, these activities require a home and a champion within 
the organization. 
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An internal reorganization is already underway, with SSHRC having created and staffed a 
new vice-president position: Vice-President, Partnerships. This vice-president will provide 
leadership for strategic programs and joint initiatives, and will champion knowledge- 
mobilization programs, policies and other related corporate activities. In 2007-2008, a key 
management priority for SSHRC will be the development and implementation of a three-year 
plan for the activities of the new branch. 


Knowledge mobilization — a focus of SSHRC policy development 


An integral part of promoting knowledge mobilization is being able to capture, express and 
report on how knowledge has been mobilized. This challenge, of capturing the outcomes and 
impacts of research, is being experienced by research councils in all research realms, and in 
developed countries around the world. 


The development of new approaches and methodologies to better capture the broad societal 
impact of its investments is of direct strategic importance to SSHRC. As a result, SSHRC 
launched a series of activities in September 2006 to enhance understanding of indicators as 
they apply to social sciences and humanities research and to promote the development of 
innovative approaches for measuring the outcomes and impacts of research. The activities, 
which will continue in 2007-2008, include stimulating new research on indicators, hosting a 
roundtable and forum on capturing the impacts of research, and developing a compendium of 
examples of how research in the social sciences and humanities enhances the lives of 
Canadians. 


1.4.4 Priority 4: Sustain a Strong and Balanced Research Environment 


Over the past decade or so, the environment for research in Canada has changed dramatically, 
with the federal government having made significant investments in a range of mechanisms 
to support research. The granting agencies saw budget increases, and new federal programs 
were established, such as the Canada Research Chairs Program, the Canadian Foundation for 
Innovation, the Canada Graduate Scholarships, and the Indirect Costs Program. These 
different elements work together to create the environment for research in Canada. The 
activities of one often have an impact on the operations of another. 


SSHRC will collaborate with the other granting agencies to explore the relationships between 
the various elements of the federal research-funding effort, and the effects of these on the 
research environment. It will explore ways to ensure balance and complementarity among the 
elements, and opportunities for enhanced cooperation among the players. 


1.4.5 Priority 5: Strengthen SSHRC’s Governance and Internal Operations 


In early 2006, SSHRC undertook a review of its corporate governance. The results of the 
review were delivered to the SSHRC Council in June 2006 and referred to an ad hoc Council 
committee on governance for detailed review and for development of an action plan. The new 
President has taken a leadership role in promoting a broader societal representation within the 
membership of SSHRC’s governing Council, and in the consideration of having a member of 
Council other than the President preside over Council meetings (see 3.1). SSHRC will 
continue in 2007-2008 to further develop and implement its governance-renewal action plan. 
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The 2006-2007 year was one of transition and renewal in SSHRC’s senior ranks, and of 
restructuring to deliver on new strategic directions. A new president, Chad Gaffield, arrived 
in September, and a new Vice-President, Partnerships, position was created and staffed. In 
2007-2008, SSHRC will focus on consolidating its new structure and the new composition of 
its management team. 


A key activity in this consolidation will be the development and implementation of a 
management action plan, a process launched in fall 2006. This action plan will structure 
internal management priorities over the next three years in areas such as human resources, 
governance structure, the management framework, mobilizing the research community, 
showing results to Canadians, and increasing the visibility of, and understanding about, 
SSHRC among Canadians. The action plan is discussed further in section IV: Key 
Management Priorities. 


1.5 Operating Environment 


SSHRC’s activities largely consist of funding external organizations and/or individuals 
through grants. SSHRC must adhere to the terms and conditions approved by Treasury Board 
for the management and administration of these funds. The SSHRC Terms and Conditions 
were revised and approved for an additional five years in 2006. 


Beyond this basic defining feature of SSHRC’s operations, there are two major external 
factors that will influence SSHRC’s operational environment in 2007-2008. 


The first is the Granting Council Review announced in Budget 2006. The review examined a 
number of issues, including governance, performance measurement and results, value for 
money (in particular, ensuring the excellence of research funded), relationships with 
government, and cross-agency coordination and alignment. SSHRC provided extensive input 
to the review and will work with Industry Canada and SSHRC’s governing Council to 
determine what further actions will be required. 


The second factor is the anticipated federal science and technology strategy, which was also 
promised in Budget 2006. The strategy is expected to address research and development 
activities undertaken in the private sector and in universities, and, therefore, may make 
recommendations that relate to SSHRC’s activities. 


1.6 SSHRC and Canada’s Performance Report 


Since 1997, the Government of Canada has made significant investments in academic 
research as part of an overall strategy to enhance Canada’s capacity to innovate and compete, 
both regionally and globally. Canada’s Performance 2006° describes how SSHRC’s 
activities and programs contribute to the Government of Canada’s outcome of “an innovative

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and knowledge-based economy.” Specifically, the report states that the Council’s promotion 
and assistance of research and scholarship contribute to: 


e training researchers and highly qualified personnel for Canada’s future; 

e creating new knowledge about, and understanding of, pressing economic, social, and 
cultural issues relevant to Canadians; 

e developing a first-class research environment conducive to graduate training and new 
perspectives and directions for research; and 

e transferring, disseminating and using knowledge based on social sciences and 
humanities research. 
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Section Il: Analysis of Program Activities by 
Strategic Outcome 


SSHRC’s investments contribute to significant advances in knowledge, understanding and 
expertise in the social sciences and humanities, and to the development of a first-class 
research capacity in Canada. These investments are an integral part of an effective science 
policy. The Council is committed to support excellence in social sciences and humanities 
research and research training; to support research knowledge and capacity that has social, 
economic and cultural returns for Canadians; to help shape the research enterprise; and to 
contribute to innovation. 


Overall, SSHRC’s activities are aimed at achieving the following results: 


e Enhanced capacity in the social sciences and humanities stemming from the supply of 
highly qualified people with leading-edge research skills to knowledge-intensive 
careers in universities, industry, government and other sectors of the economy; 

e Knowledge based on excellent research in the social sciences and humanities to help 
better understand the world and address complex and pressing societal issues; and 

e Enhanced linkages among researchers nationally and internationally, and enhanced 
connections between researchers and users to achieve effective knowledge 
mobilization and impact, with economic and social benefits to Canadian society. 


The structure of section II of this report follows SSHRC’s Program Activity Architecture 
(PAA) in terms of its four strategic outcomes, related program activities and program sub- 
activities: 


1.People: (1) Fellowships, Scholarships and Prizes; and (2) Canada Research Chairs. 

2.Research: (1) Investigator-Framed Research; (2) Targeted Research and Training 
Initiatives; and (3) Strategic Research Development. 

3. Knowledge Mobilization: Research Communication and Interaction. 

4. Institutional Environment: Indirect Costs of Research.

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2.1 People: A First-Class Research Capacity 
2.1.1 Fellowships, Scholarships and Prizes

This program activity addresses demands from the private, public and not-for-profit sectors 
for large numbers of highly qualified personnel trained in the social sciences and humanities, 
and for faculty renewal at universities. Around 30 per cent of SSHRC’s overall grants and 
scHolas ips budget is dedicated to direct support of master’s, doctoral and postdoctoral 
awards. 


Canada Graduate Scholarships program 


The Canada Graduate Scholarships (CGS) program was established by the federal 
government in 2003 to support graduate students who demonstrate scholarly potential and 
achievement at the highest levels. Administered by the three federal granting agencies, the 
CGS program has a master’s component and a doctoral component. Sixty per cent of CGS 
awards are administered by SSHRC for graduate students in the social sciences and 
humanities. SSHRC awards 1,200 scholarships at the master’s level and 1,200 at the doctoral 
level annually. In 2007-2008, the Council will participate in a formal evaluation of the CGS 
program, being led by the Canadian Institutes of Health Research (CIHR). 


Master’s component of the Canada Graduate Scholarships program 


Together with SSHRC’s other research training programs, the CGS Master’s Scholarships 
program helps train Canada’s researchers and leaders of tomorrow. Specifically, the program 
develops research skills and helps in training highly qualified personnel, by supporting social 
sciences and humanities students who have demonstrated high standards of achievement in 
undergraduate and early graduate studies. SSHRC launched the CGS Master’s program in 
May 2003, and in September 2003 offered master’s scholarships to 815 students. The number 
of CGS Master’s recipients in the social sciences and humanities increased to its full 
complement of 1,200 in 2005-2006, and will remain at that level in 2007-2008 and beyond.

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SSHRC Doctoral Fellowships and the doctoral component of the Canada Graduate 
Scholarships program 


SSHRC offers support for excellent doctoral research through its well-established SSHRC 
Doctoral Fellowships program, as well as through its CGS Doctoral Scholarships program. 
Through the CGS program, SSHRC awards 400 new three-year scholarships each year (for a 
total of 1,200 award holders at any one time). CGS awards are tenable only at recognized 
Canadian postsecondary institutions. The Council also continues to award SSHRC Doctoral 
Fellowships, which are tenable at recognized institutions in Canada and abroad. In 2007- 
2008, SSHRC will offer some 600 new Doctoral Fellowships. 


SSHRC is also examining new ways to improve the environments in which students are 
trained. Such training may be supported through a stand-alone program or by enhancing 
opportunities in existing research-support programs such as Major Collaborative Research 
Initiatives (MCRI) and Community-University Research Alliances (CURA). 


Postdoctoral Fellowships 


SSHRC’s Postdoctoral Fellowships program supports the most promising new scholars in the 
social sciences and humanities who have recently completed or will soon complete a PhD or 
equivalent, and who do not hold a tenured or tenure-track faculty position. These 
fellowships help new researchers in establishing a research base at a crucial stage in their 
careers. In 2007-2008, the Council will offer about 140 new Postdoctoral Fellowships. 


Prizes 


Outstanding achievements in social sciences and humanities research should not only be 
celebrated in the research community but should also be promoted in Canadian society at 
large. The Council promotes social sciences and humanities research through high-profile 
prizes. The highest SSHRC honour, the Gold Medal for Achievement in Research, is 
awarded to an individual whose leadership, dedication, and originality of thought have 
significantly advanced understanding in his or her field of research, enriched Canadian 
society, and contributed to the country’s cultural and intellectual life. The Aurora Prize 
recognizes an outstanding new researcher for exceptional contributions to, and innovation in, 
social science and humanities research. The Postdoctoral Prize is awarded to the year’s most 
outstanding SSHRC Postdoctoral Fellowship recipient. The William E. Taylor Fellowship is 
awarded to the year’s most outstanding SSHRC Doctoral Fellowship recipient. 


Recognizing Canadian research talent in the social sciences and humanities not only honours 
the individual recipients; it also serves as a clear statement to the research community at large 
that its efforts are valued, and provides an opportunity to demonstrate to Canadians some of 
the outcomes of their investments in Canadian research and researchers.

The Canada Research Chairs Program was created in 2000 with a view to establish 2,000 
research professorships — or Canada Research Chairs — in universities across the country 
by 2008. Fiscal year 2007-2008 will be marked by the announcement of the 2,000th Chair. 


The Canada Research Chairs Program invests $300 million a year to attract and retain some 
of the world’s most accomplished and promising minds. These chairholders are world-class 
researchers, who, supported by strategic infrastructure funding, are improving universities’ 
capacity to generate and apply new knowledge. Chairholders advance the frontiers of 
knowledge in their fields, not only through their own work, but also by teaching and 
supervising students and coordinating the work of other researchers. 


The program’s key objective is to enable Canadian universities, together with their affiliated 


research institutes and hospitals, to achieve the highest levels of excellence and become 
world-class research centres in the global, knowledge-based economy. SSHRC administers 
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the program and hosts the Canada Research Chairs Secretariat on behalf of the three federal 
granting agencies.” 


The Chairs program also seeks to: 


e strengthen research excellence in Canada and increase Canada’s research capacity, by 
attracting and retaining the best researchers; 

e improve the training of highly qualified personnel through research; 

e improve universities’ capacity to generate and apply new knowledge; and 

e promote the best possible use of research resources through strategic institutional 
planning and collaboration among institutions and between sectors. 


In its seventh year of operation, the Secretariat will administer the ongoing program and 
renew, replace or reallocate chairs and chairholders in accordance with the changing 
allocations to institutions. The Secretariat will apply a revised method for calculating 
allocations that embodies the principles of consistency with program objectives and among 
agencies and similar programs; fairness; and transparency. 


International competition for the best researchers is intense. The Canada Research Chairs 
Program was unique when it was established, not only in its concept, but also in its 
magnitude. This program’s governance and impact have received significant interest from 
other countries. Several countries and jurisdictions have either begun or are embarking on 
plans to recruit and repatriate top-level researchers to their universities. However, this 
suggests that the competition for top talent may become even tougher in the future. The 
government’s continued investment in the Chairs program is instrumental in ensuring that 
Canadian universities and their research affiliates continue to foster research excellence and 
enhance their roles as world-class centres of research excellence in the global, knowledge- 
based economy. 


The attraction and retention of top research talent in Canada stimulates new demand for the 
funding of research activities. The success of the Chairs program increases the expectations 
of research funding from the three granting agencies. The ability of the granting agencies to 
support the increase in research activity is a critical factor for the continued success of the 
Chairs program. 


We are seeing, in an increasing number of domains such as human health, the environment 
and labour productivity, that private as well as public decision makers are faced with 
choices that require input from research results. The Canada Research Chairs Program 
intends to play an instrumental role in developing expert capacity in these and other fields. 
Chairholders will be mobilized to act as a national strategic resource to provide advice on 
the multiple challenges that Canada faces.

The current renewal of faculty at Canadian universities is driving an increasingly active 
research environment and creating enormous pressures to support a larger, more cost- 
intensive and internationally connected research community in the social sciences and 
humanities. This, in turn, has a considerable impact on SSHRC, especially on two of its core 
programs — Standard Research Grants (SRG) and the MCRI — which are key in supporting 
investigator-framed research. Recent data demonstrate that faculty renewal and increased 
research activity are putting steadily mounting pressure on the SRG program. For example, 
1,055 researchers applied to the 2007-2008 SRG competition as “new scholars,” a 90-per 
cent increase over the 2000 competition. In the case of established scholars, the 1,480 that 
applied to the 2007-2008 SRG competition represents a 50-per cent increase over the 2000 
competition. 


Another source of the increasing demand for SSHRC’s investigator-framed research 
programs is the success of the Canada Foundation for Innovation. This foundation was 
established in 1997 by the Government of Canada to fund the renewal of research 
infrastructure (equipment, databases, buildings) in Canada in order to strengthen the capacity 
of Canadian institutions to conduct world-class research. Through the foundation, Canada has 
invested $3.6 billion in research infrastructure, which has stimulated demand for funding 
from the three granting agencies to undertake research using this infrastructure. 


Standard Research Grants 


The SRG program serves as a catalyst for creativity and knowledge generation in the social 
sciences and humanities in Canada. The program, SSHRC’s largest single investment, 
supports research programs that explore an enormous range of issues dealing with human 
experience and help Canadians understand an increasingly complex world. The program 
offers opportunities for researchers to obtain support for their most creative and innovative 
proposals, following a process of independent peer review. Because of the program’s 
rigorous standards, securing an SRG grant is seen as an important endorsement of research 
excellence for both new and established faculty. 
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In addition, SRG projects offer valuable opportunities for training undergraduate and 
graduate students. SSHRC’s support of world-class research exposes students to a dynamic 
and productive research environment, and provides opportunities to participate in 
groundbreaking research. This exposure nurtures the range of skills that labour markets 
demand, within and beyond academia. 


The specific objectives of the SRG program include: supporting high-quality, independent 
programs of research (as proposed by scholars and judged by their peers), providing 
opportunities for training future researchers, fostering collaboration among researchers, and 
helping communicate results within and beyond the academic community. 


Through the SRG program, SSHRC will continue to sustain the critical mass of research 
expertise and the momentum of research activity on which innovation depends. SSHRC will: 


e support the best research projects, both basic and applied, proposed by established and 
new scholars in all social sciences and humanities disciplines; and 

e work towards SSHRC’s long-term goal of reducing the number of applications that are 
deemed excellent but are not funded due to financial constraints. 


Major Collaborative Research Initiatives 


The MCRI program supports leading-edge research that has potential for intellectual 
breakthrough and addresses broad and critical issues of intellectual, social, economic, and 
cultural significance. The research it supports reaches these goals by effectively coordinating 
and integrating diverse research activities and research results. MCRI project research 
questions have a breadth and scope that requires many scholars of different perspectives and 
with different types of expertise to work together in an enriching and effective way. 


The MCRI program’s specific objectives include promoting broadly based collaborative 
research as the central type of research activity, within and across disciplines, departments 
and universities within Canada and internationally. It also aims to promote the development 
of active partnerships with private and public sector groups to ensure their participation in the 
design and conduct of the research and in the dissemination of research results. 


In 2007-2008, SSHRC will continue building, maintaining and enhancing national 
partnerships and networks of world-class researchers through the MCRI program. In 
recognition of the complexity and scope of large-scale projects, the funding timeline for 
MCRI projects has been extended from five to seven years.

Targeted Research and

Initiative on the New Economy 


Established in 2001, the overall goal of the five-year, $100-million Initiative on the New 
Economy (INE) is to help Canada and Canadians adapt successfully to, and reap the benefits 
of, the “new economy.” More specifically, the INE seeks to foster excellent research to 
deepen our understanding of the new economy, and to develop partnerships among the 
public, private and not-for-profit sectors. 


The 2007-2008 year will be the INE’s last year. Apart from the innovative research on 
today’s global economy that the INE has funded, SSHRC, as a nascent knowledge council, 
continues to draw on the valuable opportunities for experiments in knowledge mobilization 
that the program has provided. In 2007-2008, SSHRC will invest $4.7 million in the final 
activities of the INE program, and will focus on mining and communicating INE-funded 
research results and assessing the impacts of this significant investment. 


Strategic Research Grants 


SSHRC currently has five priority areas for strategic research, which were established 
through national multi-sectoral consultations. These priority areas will continue to guide the 
direction and development of the Council’s strategic programs and activities in 2007-2008, 
and will be reviewed as part of the development of SSHRC’s new Partnerships Branch. The 
current priority areas are: 


e Aboriginal research — SSHRC launched its Aboriginal Research pilot program in 
2004 to promote partnerships between academics and Aboriginal communities to 
investigate policy-related issues of concern to Canada’s Aboriginal peoples. This 
program will undergo an evaluation in 2007-2008. 

e Environment and sustainability — SSHRC is supporting, in partnership with 
Fisheries and Oceans Canada, a third phase of the Ocean Management Research 
Network, and is working with Industry Canada and other partners on the Hydrogen 
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Economy Initiative (see “The social and economic aspects of building a hydrogen 
economy” at the end of 2.2.3). 

e Culture, citizenship and identities (including official languages) — SSHRC is 
continuing its joint initiative with Sport Canada supporting research activities to help 
address issues related to promoting Canadians’ participation in sport. The Official 
Languages Research and Dissemination Program, offered in partnership with Canadian 
Heritage, had its last year in 2006-2007. 

e Image, text, sound and technology — SSHRC’s strategic program of the same name 
aims to increase the number of academics who are able to creatively use leading-edge 
information technology in their research, and to accelerate the pace at which 
researchers are able to acquire these types of skills and put them to use. 

e Northern research — SSHRC engages in activities such as participating in the 
European Science Foundation’s (ESF) multinational BOREAS: Histories from the 
North — Environment, Movement, Narratives program; managing its own Northern 
Research Development Program; and helping to shape Canada’s contribution to the 
research of the International Polar Year, 2007-2008 (see “International Polar Year” in 
223): 


Strategic Joint Initiatives 


SSHRC regularly partners with public, private and not-for-profit organizations to co-fund 
targeted research-support programs. Since 1989, the Council has co-created 45 of these Joint 
Initiative programs. 


One notable example of a SSHRC Joint Initiative is the Metropolis Project, under which 
SSHRC and other federal departments and agencies concerned with immigration and 
integration policy questions collaborate to support research and policy development on 
population migration, cultural diversity and the challenges of immigrant integration in cities 
in Canada and around the world. In 2006-2007, SSHRC and Citizenship and Immigration 
Canada entered into a final five-year phase of support for the Metropolis Project, aimed 
especially at securing policy research useful to decision-makers and community stakeholders. 


Other Joint Initiatives that will be active in 2007-2008 include the Sport Participation 
Research Initiative (with Sport Canada), the Canadian Initiative on Social Statistics (with 
Statistics Canada), and the Ocean Management National Research Network Initiative (with 
Fisheries and Oceans Canada).

The program activities in this category are aimed at exploring and developing new 
perspectives, directions, modes and institutional capacity for research in the social sciences 
and humanities. Programs in this category include (among others) CURA, Research 
Development Initiatives, SSHRC Institutional Grants and the Aid to Small Universities 
program. This category also includes special activities that enable SSHRC to strategically 
position the social sciences and humanities within Canada and internationally. Following are 
descriptions of SSHRC’s key strategic research development activities. 


Community-University Research Alliances 


The CURA program’s overall objective is to support the creation of alliances between 
community organizations and postsecondary institutions that, through ongoing collaboration 
and mutual learning, foster innovative research, training and the creation of new knowledge 
in areas of importance for the social, cultural, or economic development of Canadian 
communities. The CURA program also provides unique research training opportunities to a 
large number of undergraduate and graduate students in the social sciences and humanities. 
Ultimately, the program aims to reinforce community decision-making and problem-solving 


capacity. 


The CURA program supports an innovative mode of research — knowledge creation through 
the sustained interaction of researchers and users of research. CURA projects have innovated, 
and continue to innovate, with respect to techniques and methodologies for conducting 
research at the researcher-user interface, which itself is providing valuable new knowledge. 
SSHRC has taken steps to help the exchange of best practices among CURA grant recipients. 
In 2007-2008, SSHRC plans to continue activities in this area, including annual networking 
meetings of new CURA recipients. 


International collaboration — agency level 


An essential part of its new strategic plan, SSHRC’s International Policy and Strategy 
acknowledges the importance of international collaboration to help sustain excellence in 
research and position Canadian research in the world.° In addition to new program initiatives, 
SSHRC continues to build partnerships with international funding organizations to develop

opportunities for Canadian researchers to collaborate with international colleagues and to 
showcase Canadian research internationally. SSHRC is a member of three consortia of 
granting agencies funded by the European Union: 


e The European Research Area Network on the Societal Aspects of Genomics (ERA- 
NET SAGE): a consortium of funding agencies in nine countries that aims to develop a 
durable partnership in genomics policy and practice, along with a transnational 
research agenda on the ethical, environmental , economic, legal, and social aspects of 
genomics. 

e The European Research Area Network on New Opportunities for Research Funding 
Cooperation in Europe: a consortium of 12 national research-funding agencies that 
have come together to collaborate on funding policies and practices, exchange best 
practices, and facilitate high-quality international research in the social sciences. 

e The European Research Area and Canada (ERA-CAN) science and technology office: 
a consortium of eight Canadian federal departments and agencies that will work on 
improving the quality, quantity, profile and impact of science and technology 
cooperation and linkages between Canada and the European Union. 


In 2007-2008, SSHRC will continue to expand its efforts to develop international 
collaboration opportunities for Canadian researchers, and to strengthen existing international 
partnerships and forge new ones. In particular, SSHRC will: 


e Organize the first meeting of an international forum of funding agencies from 20 
countries and five continents to exchange information and develop collaborative 
activities in important policy areas for social sciences and humanities research; 

e Contribute to the organization of thematic workshops and information sessions to 
enhance collaboration between Canadian and European researchers in the context of 
ERA-CAN; and 

e With the United Kingdom’s Economic and Social Research Council and the Chinese 
Academy of Social Sciences, participate in organizing the June 2007 International Data 
Forum in Beijing to develop and promote comparable international datasets and 
improved arrangements for sharing research data between countries. 


International collaboration — research level 


At the research level, SSHRC promotes international collaboration through several programs 
that allow for such collaboration: MCRI, INE, Strategic Knowledge Clusters, and Aid to 
Research Workshops and Conferences in Canada. In addition, SSHRC offers two programs 
that explicitly target international research collaboration: its own International Opportunities 
Fund, and the ESF’s BOREAS program. 


The International Opportunities Fund was established in 2005 to help researchers from 
Canadian postsecondary institutions initiate and develop international research 
collaborations, and to facilitate Canadian participation and leadership in current or planned 
international research initiatives offering outstanding opportunities to advance Canadian 
research. Interest in this program has been very strong. Results of the first four competitions 
demonstrate that Canadian researchers are actively pursuing international collaborative 
opportunities with researchers from a diverse range of countries on all continents: Europe (37 
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per cent), South America (18 per cent), Asia and the Middle East (18 per cent), North 
America (12 per cent), the Pacific region (8 per cent), Africa (3 per cent), and Central 
America and the Caribbean (3 per cent). The overwhelming number of submissions and their 
quality confirm a need for improved support for international collaborative research 
opportunities. 


BOREAS: Histories from the North — Environments, Movements, Narratives — is a 
program developed in collaboration with the ESF and national research funding agencies 
from eight other countries. The program’s objective is to develop and run an interdisciplinary 
humanities research program focused on the circumpolar north. Of the seven BOREAS 
projects ultimately approved by the ESF, six involve Canadian researchers, a fact that reflects 
Canada’s research strengths in this area. All of the teams involve researchers from a 
minimum of three of the main sponsoring countries (Canada, Denmark/Greenland, Estonia, 
Finland, Iceland, Norway, Poland, Sweden and the United States). SSHRC’s investment in 
the program is $918,640 over four years. 


In 2007-2008, SSHRC will move forward with its strategy for international collaboration by: 


e expanding its efforts to develop international collaboration opportunities for Canadian 
researchers; 

e funding Canadian participation in international research initiatives; 

e maintaining existing and forging new international partnerships; and 

e exploring ways to promote the international mobility of doctoral students. 


International Polar Year 


The International Polar Year (IPY) 2007-2008 is an international initiative to focus major 
scientific research and observations and other activities on the Arctic and Antarctic regions. 
IPY activities in Canada will be linked with activities in other polar regions through 
partnerships with as many as 50 other countries. 


In 2005-2006, SSHRC, the Natural Sciences and Engineering Research Council of Canada 
(NSERC) and CIHR worked with other federal departments and agencies, such as Indian and 
Northern Affairs Canada, to launch Canada’s program on the IPY.’ Over the course of 2006- 
2007, peer decisions were reached on how to distribute about $90 million in IPY research 
funds allocated by the federal government for research under the themes of climate change 
adaptation and the health and well-being of Northern communities. 


SSHRC will continue to provide advice in support of the Canadian IPY program, placing 
emphasis on efforts to maximize research participation by Northern communities and 
Northern indigenous peoples in the funded IPY projects. SSHRC will continue to support 
research and related activities in the social sciences and humanities that are relevant to the 
IPY (such as through the Northern Research Development Program and BOREAS). SSHRC 
will also continue to support the operation of the Canadian IPY Secretariat at the University 
of Alberta.

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The social and economic aspects of building a hydrogen economy 


In October 2006, the University of Western Ontario and SSHRC held a joint conference on 
building paths to a low-carbon society. This was the second in a series of events looking at 
the social and economic aspects of a societal transition from fossil fuels to low-carbon 
sources of energy. The conference followed an initial workshop at the University of Victoria 
in October 2005. In 2007-2008, SSHRC will work with a network of five universities and 
various public and private sector partners to develop a set of research and public consultation 
activities on a hydrogen-based, low-carbon economy. The activities will likely have domestic 
and international components and directly involve industry, citizen groups, academic 
researchers and provincial governments. The key objective is to investigate and determine the 
social, economic, legal and cultural dimensions of more effectively integrating low-carbon 
energy carriers and sources into the Canadian economy. 


Policy Research Initiative — SSHRC Policy Research Roundtables 


In October 2006, SSHRC renewed its partnership with the Policy Research Initiative for two 
more years of joint activities to foster excellence in policy research and facilitate the transfer 
of knowledge between academic researchers and Ottawa’s policy community. The current 
agreement will mainly support a third major symposium on population, work and family. The 
work will involve three Strategic Knowledge Clusters (see “Strategic Knowledge Clusters” in 
2.3.1) funded by SSHRC: Canadian Labour Market; Population Change and Public Policy 
Research; and Bringing all the Threads Together: The Contribution of Longitudinal and Life- 
Course Approach to Knowledge, Informed Public Debate and Decision Making.

Research — and the creation of new knowledge and capacity through research — produces 
direct and indirect social, economic and cultural benefits to Canadians. These benefits are 
achieved largely by mobilizing, disseminating, transferring and applying research-based 
knowledge. In fact, effectively mobilizing knowledge and applying research results are as 
essential as the research itself. Examples include improvements to public and private services 
(such as education), infrastructure (such as through urban planning), policies (such as 
immigration), and practices and procedures (such as alternative dispute resolution), as well as 
the development and refinement of broad analytical concepts (such as productivity) and a 
better understanding of key challenges for Canada, both at the national and international 
levels. 


In June 2006, SSHRC’s governing council discussed a framework for knowledge 
mobilization as a critical part of SSHRC’s transformation to a knowledge council. A key 
objective in this is to embed knowledge mobilization in the Council’s organizational culture 
as a fundamental value and major orientation. SSHRC will work on defining the 
responsibilities of Grants and Fellowships Branch and Partnerships Branch managers and 
staff for knowledge mobilization and the diverse skills, competencies and training related to 
or relevant for knowledge mobilization. 


Knowledge Impact in Society 


SSHRC will further develop its role as a “national facilitator” for 11 three-year demonstration 
projects hosted by universities funded in 2006 under the Knowledge Impact in Society (KIS) 
one-time pilot program. As facilitator, SSHRC promotes and helps with knowledge 
mobilization and knowledge exchange among participating institutions. SSHRC expects to 
learn about and help apply best practices across funded projects to enhance the use and 
application of research-based knowledge. It will do this by promoting networking activities 
for the 11 KIS projects, such as annual workshops and an online discussion forum. 
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Strategic Knowledge Clusters 


A cornerstone of the Council’s new strategic vision, “clustering” of research efforts promotes 
research interaction and knowledge mobilization. Following a pilot program in 2004, the 
Council launched an ongoing Strategic Knowledge Clusters program in 2006. This program 
calls on the research community to identify key research areas, issues and topics that would 
benefit from improved networking and communications — both among researchers, and 
between researchers and those in the public, private and not-for-profit sectors who use 
research knowledge to address important issues. The program, which funds networking 
activities as opposed to research activities, is designed to promote key aspects of the 
Council’s new strategic thrust — strengthening connections among researchers and between 
researchers and users of research, creating innovative research training environments, and 
promoting and showcasing Canadian research strengths internationally. In 2007-2008, 
SSHRC intends to fund an additional seven clusters. 


Aid to Research and Transfer Journals 


Responding to changes in the world of academic communication, particularly in the adoption 
of electronic publication and open-access business models, SSHRC is updating its Aid to 
Research and Transfer Journals program. SSHRC will expand the program eligibility to 
include open-access journals, and will allocate funding to support the dissemination of top- 
quality scholarship. The changes will be implemented over 2007-2008 and 2008-2009. 


SSHRC will also continue to support the dissemination of research results and the 
mobilization of knowledge through its programs for scholarly publications, workshops and 
conferences, and associations. SSHRC will also continue building, maintaining and 
enhancing interdisciplinary national networks of researchers through the tri-agency Networks 
of Centres of Excellence program.

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Indirect Costs Program 


In the last decade, the Government of Canada has made significant investments in Canadian 
research through the activities of the three granting agencies and Genome Canada, Canada 
Research Chairs, and the Canada Foundation of Innovation. Universities have benefited greatly 
from this increased funding, but, at the same time, they have seen their operating costs increase 
substantially. The federal government has taken steps to lighten this financial burden by 
establishing the Indirect Costs Program. Budget 2006 announced that $40 million would be 
added to the $260-million-per-annum Indirect Costs Program,’ which supports about 140 
eligible universities, colleges, and affiliated research hospitals and health research institutes. 


The key goal of the Indirect Costs Program is to help eligible institutions pay a portion of the 
indirect costs — such as library acquisitions, maintenance of research databases, and financial 
administration services for research — associated with conducting federally supported 
academic research. The government’s contribution to defraying these costs helps maintain a 
sustainable and competitive research environment for recipient institutions. It also helps smaller 
post-secondary institutions, which cannot benefit from the economies of scale realized by larger 
universities, in their efforts to increase their research capacity. 


The program’s priorities are set out in its terms and conditions and reflect the federal 
government’s commitment to research, and to an infrastructure that supports a vibrant and 
well-equipped research environment. Eligible institutions are awarded grants based on their 
research performance within each federal granting agency. The institutions establish their 
own priorities and determine internally how the grant will be allocated. 


In 2007-2008, SSHRC, on behalf of the three agencies, will launch an overall program 
evaluation of the Indirect Costs Program, to be completed in May 2009. In preparation for 
that review, the program will improve its performance management by updating its annual 
outcomes report and validating the information it contains. The program will also develop 
and implement a protocol for paying monitoring visits to ensure that participating institutions 
are complying with program objectives.

SSHRC reports to Parliament through the minister of Industry, who has certain statutory 
responsibilities regarding, and general oversight of, the Council (Figure 2). SSHRC is 
governed by a 22-member Board (Figure 3), which the Governor-in-Council appoints to 
represent the interests of the academic, public and private sectors across Canada. SSHRC’s 
Board meets regularly, determines program and policy priorities, initiatives, and budget 
allocations, and monitors their implementation. 


As chief executive officer, SSHRC’s President manages day-to-day Council affairs, has a 


direct relationship with stakeholders and the public, and is accountable for the administration 
of public funds and for delivering on the Council’s mandate.

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Six standing Council committees (Figure 3) help chart SSHRC’s direction and ensure that its 
grants and fellowships programs meet the needs of Canadians: 


e The Executive Committee has the authority to act for SSHRC’s Board in policy, 
procedural, human resources and administrative matters. 

e The Audit Committee reviews the Council’s operations budget and audit plan, and the 
scope, findings and recommendations of independent studies carried out in accordance 
with professional standards. It also reviews and makes recommendations regarding the 
approval of SSHRC’s annual financial statements. 

e The Performance and Evaluation Committee assists the Council in developing and 
implementing performance-measurement, management and reporting strategies, 
incliding a Results-Based Management and Accountability Framework. The 
committee also reviews the Council’s evaluation plans and makes recommendations 
regarding completed evaluations. 

e The Research Support Committee provides policy and administrative advice to 
SSHRC’s Board and staff on research, strategic and dissemination programs. It also 
monitors peer-review processes and competition results. 
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e The Fellowships and Career Development Committee advises the Board and guides 
staff on research training issues. 

e The Ethics and Integrity Committee provides policy and administrative advice to the 
Board and staff on research ethics and research integrity issues. 

e Finally, as required and appropriate, the Council creates ad hoc advisory committees 
and working groups on specific questions within its mandate. 


In addition to these corporate committees, SSHRC also has selection committees made up of 
university-based researchers and, where appropriate, experts from outside the academic 
community to adjudicate applications to SSHRC programs in accordance with the principles 
of rigorous peer review based on excellence.'® Each year, between 400 and 450 scholars and 
experts volunteer to serve on selection committees to assess thousands of research proposals 
and to make recommendations, based on academic excellence and other key criteria, about 
which projects to fund. About 5,000 other Canadian and international experts provide written 
assessments of proposals to help the selection committees in their decision making. 


In SSHRC’s organizational structure, accountability for program activities runs along the 
following lines (Figure 4): as chief executive officer, the President is accountable for the 
overall administration of public funds and for delivering on SSHRC’s substantive mandate. 
The Executive Vice-President, Vice-President (Grants and Fellowships), Vice-President 
(Partnerships), Director General (Common Administrative Services Directorate), and 
Executive Director (Canada Research Chairs Secretariat) report to the President and are 
accountable for the program sub-activities in their respective portfolios. 


Early in 2006, SSHRC undertook a review of its corporate governance. The results of the 
review were delivered to Council in June 2006 and were referred to an ad hoc Council 
committee on governance for detailed review and the development of an action plan. The 
new President has taken a leadership role in promoting a broader societal representation 
within the membership of its governing Council, with the objective of creating a balance 
between academic and non-academic perspectives. He has also led the Council’s 
consideration of having a member of Council other than the President preside over Council 
meetings. This would improve the ability of the governing Council to provide independent 
oversight of SSHRC’s activities, and impartial guidance to the President and Chief Executive 
Officer. The above changes would better reflect current best practices in public and private 
sector governance, while respecting the President’s direct and ongoing accountability to the 
Minister of Industry and to Parliament, as provided in the Social Sciences and Humanities 
Research Council Act. SSHRC will continue to further develop and implement its 
governance-renewal action plan in 2007-2008. 


For regular Council programs, Table 11 below shows the accountability for operational 
matters at the branch level, in accordance with SSHRC’s Program Activity Architecture. For 
programs SSHRC administers on behalf of Canada’s three granting agencies, Table 11 
indicates which entity is accountable for decisions about program and policy priorities, 
initiatives, budget allocations, and monitoring the implementation of decisions.

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Section IV: Key Management Priorities 


4.1 Corporate Performance, Evaluation and Audit 


In 2006-2007, SSHRC made significant progress in implementing the federal government’s 
new Audit Policy. Following the implementation of the policy on April 1, 2006, SSHRC has 
restructured its Corporate Performance, Evaluation and Audit (CPEA) Division, separating 
out the audit function. The Council’s Internal Auditor, who was reporting to the CPEA 
Division Director, now reports directly to the President. With extensive staff turnover in audit 
and evaluation in 2006-2007, some delays can be expected in completing the audits and 
evaluations forecast in the evaluation and audit plans. 


In 2007-2008, SSHRC will give priority to putting in place a full complement of audit, 
performance and evaluation staff in order to ensure the continued implementation of 
SSHRC’s risk-based evaluation and audit plans for 2006-2007 to 2008-2009. These plans 
were approved by the Council Board in June 2006. Work will also start on the 
implementation of the federal government’s revised Evaluation Policy expected to be 
released in 2007-2008. 


Over the next fiscal year, SSHRC will finalize and implement a framework for the evaluation 
of its Doctoral Fellowships program. This evaluation will be completed in coordination with 
the Fourth-year Review of the Canada Graduate Scholarships (CGS) program, given that the 
CGS program is fully integrated into SSHRC’s Doctoral Fellowships program peer-review 
process for awards to graduate students in the social sciences and humanities. 


SSHRC will also complete the evaluation of two pilot programs launched in recent years: the 
Aboriginal Research pilot program and the Research/Creation Grants in Fine Arts pilot 
program. These two programs are considered high risk, given their innovative nature and the 
fact that they are aimed at new groups of clients for SSHRC. SSHRC’s Council will use the 
evaluative information to make decisions on the future of these programs. 


In the coming fiscal year, SSHRC will continue to provide its senior managers with an 
ongoing, effective assurance function and to provide systematic, independent and objective 
assessments of management controls in areas of high risk. The Council will continue to work 
closely with the Audit Committee and, in compliance with SSHRC’s new Internal Audit 
Charter approved in 2006-2007, on the implementation of SSHRC’s audit plan. It will also 
finalize a quality-assurance and improvement program to ensure the effectiveness of the 
internal audit function. SSHRC is currently exploring alternatives to ensure a competent and 
continuing audit function within the organization, and will re-assess, early in 2007-2008, its 
audit priorities to make the necessary adjustments to its audit plan for future years.

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4.2 Inter-Agency Coordination and Collaboration 
4.2.1 Memorandum of Understanding on Roles and Responsibilities 


SSHRC, NSERC and CIHR have codified the role that institutions play in administering 
federal grants and awards for researchers. Key policy areas include financial management, 
ethics and integrity. Since 2002, researchers and research students have been eligible to apply 
for funds from the three granting agencies only if their home institution has signed the joint 
SSHRC-NSERC-CIHR Memorandum of Understanding on the Roles and Responsibilities in 
the Management of Federal Grants and Awards (Phase 1 MOU). In 2004-2005, the granting 
agencies carried out national consultations with universities, colleges, scholarly associations 
and other recipient institutions on a draft Phase 2 MOU. The key goals of the consultations 
were to (1) develop, by 2006-2007, a broadly accepted text for the Phase 2 MOU, and (2) to 
further sensitize institutions to the agencies’ expectations on a number of policy issues not 
covered in the Phase 1 MOU. In 2007-2008, the text of the MOU, including the proposed 
Phase 2 schedules, will be reviewed by legal counsel to ensure consistency with the 
Financial Administration Act. Institutions will be invited to sign the Phase 2 MOU once the 
review is complete. 


4.2.2 Ethical Conduct in Research Involving Humans 


Canada’s three federal granting agencies are also collaborating on a multi-year initiative to 
establish and promote high standards of ethical conduct in research involving humans. 
Established in November 2001, the Interagency Advisory Panel on Research Ethics,’ 
supported by the Secretariat on Research Ethics, guides the development, interpretation, 
promotion and implementation of the 1998 Tri-Council Policy Statement: Ethical Conduct 
for Research Involving Humans (TCPS).' The goals of this interdisciplinary partnership are 
to: 


e contribute to better governance of research ethics policies and practices for all research 
that is undertaken under the auspices of institutions and affiliated partners that receive 
funding from one or more of the three federal granting agencies; 

© promote high ethical standards for all Canadian research that involves humans, in order 
to ensure the protection of human participants; and 

e increase public trust in both Canadian research involving human subjects and related 
research ethics policies. 


In 2007-2008, the advisory panel will continue to participate in discussions on the 
development of a Canadian governance system for research involving humans. The panel will 
further develop the TCPS, particularly with regard to social sciences and humanities research 
ethics and Aboriginal research ethics. With the benefit of public input, the panel intends to 
recommend additions and further adjustments to the TCPS. Finally, as an ongoing initiative,

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the panel will release further interpretation responses to guide implementation and use of the 
TCPS by researchers, research ethics boards in institutions, and research participants." 


In 2006-2007, SSHRC joined together with CIHR, NSERC, Health Canada and other 
stakeholders at a Sponsors’ Table to examine options for a system of governance of research 
involving humans that will extend beyond the research funded by the three granting 
councils.'* A committee of experts will present their findings and recommendations to the 
Sponsors’ Table in 2007. 


4.2.3. Integrity in Research and Scholarship 


As the major federal source of funds for research and scholarship in academic institutions, 
SSHRC, CIHR and NSERC are committed to the highest standards of integrity in research 
and scholarship. The councils have defined their expectations regarding integrity in the Tri- 
Council Policy Statement: Integrity in Research and Scholarship,’° and actively promote the 
highest standards of research and scholarship. The councils regard any action that is 
inconsistent with integrity as misconduct. 


SSHRC’s Ethics and Integrity Committee ensures that all cases of alleged misconduct are 
dealt with in accordance with the provisions of the Tri-Council Policy Statement. The 
committee also monitors ongoing policy issues, particularly as they pertain to research 
conducted in the social sciences and humanities. 


Together with NSERC and CIHR, SSHRC 1s also participating in a Health Canada initiative 
to assess the state of integrity in research and scholarship in Canada. Activities include a 
workshop, involving leading authorities on scholarly integrity, aimed at informing Canadian 
participation at related international conferences; and assisting in the evaluation of Council 
and institutional policies. 


4.2.4 Electronic Business Solutions 


In 2006-2007, SSHRC and NSERC established a new bi-council Integrated Management / 
Information Technology (IM/IT) Steering Committee. In June 2006, the committee approved 
three strategic priorities and nine business objectives. In conjunction with this initiative the 
electronic service delivery and e-business approaches and teams were consolidated. The 
resulting Electronic Business Solutions team (EBS), has defined a new mandate which 
currently serves as a focal point for the IM/IT consolidation effort across the three functional 
teams involved in the endeavour. The EBS vision and accompanying strategic themes have 
been documented and are being used to prioritize and align IM/IT projects and initiatives 
with the bi-council priorities and objectives. 


A significant milestone was achieved in the consolidation of the bi-council’s IM/IT functions 
when both councils adopted a standards-based approach for their electronic business 
initiatives. Subsequently, both councils also became foundational members of a new

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impartial standards body which will promote the definition and adoption of standards across 
the research funding and administration domain. The Consortia Advancing Standards in 
Research Administration Information is expected to release its first standard within the first 
months of 2007. 


4.2.5 The Canadian Common CV 


As a result of the analysis and consultation exercise from the previous fiscal year, SSHRC 
undertook a CV data harmonization exercise with NSERC as a tangible step towards 
addressing the underlying principles of the Canadian Common CV (CCCV). Given the 
termination of the CCCV Cost Sharing Agreement in March 2006, SSHRC and NSERC 
initiated consultations with all of the agreement’s parties to evolve the current CCCV system 
into a standards-based system that would address bi-council requirements. This is a formal 
requirement which must be met prior to SSHRC’s adoption of a CCCV system. 


4.3 Management Action Plan 


SSHRC’s new president, Chad Gaffield, has initiated a process that will lead to a 
Management Action Plan. The action plan will integrate both actions to implement the 2006- 
2011 Strategic Plan and to address the risks identified in SSHRC’s Corporate Risk Profile. 
This integrated planning process is scheduled for completion at the end of summer 2007. 


With a three-year horizon, the action plan will address a number of broad goals related to 
people (human resources), governance, mobilizing the research community, showing results 
for Canadians, increasing SSHRC’s visibility among Canadians, and building an IM/IT 
infrastructure designed to achieve the objectives of the Strategic Plan.

The Estimates Documents 


Each year, the government prepares Estimates in support of its request to Parliament for authority to spend public monies. 
This request is formalized through the tabling of appropriation bills in Parliament. The Estimates, which are tabled in 
the House of Commons by the President of the Treasury Board, consist of: 


Part I — The Government Expense Plan provides an overview of federal spending and summarizes the key 
elements of the Main Estimates. 


Part II — The Main Estimates directly support the Appropriation Act. The Main Estimates identify the spending 
authorities (votes) and amounts to be included in subsequent appropriation bills. Parliament will be asked to approve 
these votes to enable the government to proceed with its spending plans. Parts I and II of the Estimates are tabled 
concurrently on or before March 1. 


Part III - Departmental Expenditure Plans, which is divided into two components: 


1) Reports on Plans and Priorities (RPPs) are individual expenditure plans for each department and agency 
(excluding Crown corporations). These reports provide increased levels of detail over a three-year period on an 
organisation’s main priorities by strategic outcome(s), program activity(s) and planned/expected results, including 
links to related resource requirements. The RPPs also provide details on human resource requirements, major 
capital projects, grants and contributions, and net program costs. They are tabled in Parliament by the President of 
the Treasury Board on behalf of the ministers who preside over the appropriation dependent departments and 
agencies identified in Schedules I, I.1 and II of the Financial Administration Act. These documents are usually 
tabled on or before March 31 and referred to committees, which may then report to the House of Commons 
pursuant to Standing Order 81(7). 


2) Departmental Performance Reports (DPRs) are individual department and agency accounts of results achieved 
against planned performance expectations as set out in respective RPPs. These Performance Reports, which cover 
the most recently completed fiscal year, are tabled in Parliament in the fall by the President of the Treasury Board 
on behalf of the ministers who preside over the appropriation dependent departments and agencies identified in 
Schedules I, I.1 and II of the Financial Administration Act. 


Supplementary Estimates directly support an Appropriation Act. The Supplementary Estimates identify the spending 
authorities (votes) and amounts to be included in the subsequent appropriation bill. Parliamentary approval is required 
to enable the government to proceed with its spending plans. Supplementary Estimates are normally tabled twice a year, 
the first document in early November and a final document in early March. Each Supplementary Estimates document is 
identified alphabetically A, B, C, etc. Under special circumstances, more than two Supplementary Estimates documents 
can be published in any given year. 


The Estimates, along with the Minister of Finance’s Budget, reflect the government’s annual budget planning and resource 
priorities. In combination with the subsequent reporting of financial results in the Public Accounts and of accomplishments 
achieved in Departmental Performance Reports, this material helps Parliament hold the government to account for 

the allocation and management of public funds.

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Departmental Overview 
Mandate, Roles and Responsibilities 


Statistics Canada's mandate derives primarily from the Statistics Act. The Act requires the 
Department, under the direction of the Minister of Industry, to collect, compile, analyze and 
publish statistical information on the economic, social and general conditions of the country and 
its citizens. These activities are fundamentally important to an open, democratic society as it 
provides objective information to Canadians and their elected representatives on the evolution of 
our society and economy. The Department’s information resources are also used by businesses, 
unions and non-profit organizations to make informed decisions. 


Statistics Canada’s mandate also provides for the coordination and leadership of the country's 
statistical system. This has led Statistics Canada to form many partnerships at the federal, 
provincial and territorial levels. These partnerships have benefited Canadians in many ways: 
improved data quality through more comparable survey methods; reduced response burden 
through the use of administrative records and data sharing; and the exchange of best practices 
among all participants are a few examples. 


Department data are used for statutory and regulatory purposes including the distribution of 
federal funds to provinces (Federal-Provincial Fiscal Arrangements Act); apportioning of 
federal-provincial tax revenues (Harmonized Sales Tax); indexing various types of federal 
payments to beneficiaries and income tax credits (Income Tax Act); determining areas of 
eligibility for supplementary benefits (Employment Insurance Act); determining the distribution 
of parliamentary seats among provinces and defining federal electoral districts (Electoral 
Boundaries Readjustment Act); designating federal bilingual services areas (Official Languages 
Act); and measuring the prevalence of sub-populations which are the focus of the federal 
employment equity program (Employment Equity Act). 
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Planning Context 


The gathering of information involves a partnership with all Canadians, in which Canadians 
contribute and benefit. Information is provided to Statistics Canada through surveys and access 
to administrative records. Statistics Canada compiles and analyzes this information and provides 
feedback through a myriad of information products. 


New Information Needs 


Historically, Statistics Canada’s program has been structured to provide information on both the 
macro and micro-economy, and the socio-demographic structure of Canada. Statistical 
information has also been provided on Canada’s public institutions and programs. This 
constitutes the Department’s core program (Section IV, Table 4.3 is an alphabetical listing of the 
products that make up the core program). This information continues to be relevant and 
important; however, the Department must always ensure that it is responsive to the changing and 
complex requirements of new and emerging issues. New federal-provincial fiscal arrangements; 
the health of Canadians and the systems that support it; the factors affecting economic 
performance in the new knowledge-based economy; economic growth; the micro-economic 
factors affecting competitiveness; social cohesion; human development; global opportunities and 
challenges, as well as the outcomes of social programs are some of the areas requiring more 
information and analysis to assist public and private decision makers in understanding the issues 
they face. 


Partnerships 


Partnerships and cost-sharing arrangements with other departments, other jurisdictions and 
external organizations, have become an intrinsic aspect of program delivery. These relationships 
are key to the development of effective business plans. Statistics Canada will continue to foster 
these arrangements over the planning period, as they have proven to serve not only the needs of 
the stakeholders but also those of the national statistical system and the Canadian research 
community. 


Public Commitments and Values 


Commitment to continuous improvement 


While an increasing share of the Department’s information comes from existing administrative 
data, most of the statistical information is still collected from businesses and household surveys. 
Statistics Canada will continue make every effort to mine administrative records and to explore 
other means, such as electronic reporting, in an ongoing effort to minimize respondent burden.

Statistics Canada’s values 


Statistics Canada recognizes that survey respondents are its most valuable asset. It is their 
continued goodwill and cooperation that enables the Department to turn survey results into 
reliable information. As a result, the Department has two fundamental commitments to survey 
respondents:

¢ to find innovative ways to reduce the time spent completing the surveys and, ideally, to 
use the Department’s existing information to minimize the number of surveys. 


The relevance of statistical information reflects the degree to which it meets the needs of clients. 
Information must shed light on the issues of most importance to those who use it. Statistics 
Canada is committed to producing information needed to support informed public debate, policy 
formulation, decision-making, and research. 


In order to meet these requirements, the Department operates in a matrix management 


environment, such that the business lines (program activities) and functional (hierarchical) 
structure are interrelated (see Section III).

The Economic Statistics program area provides information and analysis on the entire spectrum 
of Canadian economic activity, both domestic and international, through a set of macro-economic 
statistics. Another component of the service line focuses on the business and trade sectors of the 
Canadian economy. This information includes measures of the value of production; cost 
structures; commodities produced and consumed; flows and stocks of fixed capital assets 
employed in the economy; the degree of capacity utilization; estimates of planned annual capital 
expenditure of businesses and governments; and measures of price changes for industrial goods, 
capital expenditures and construction. 


In addition, information is provided on the volume and financial implications on measures of 
change in retail prices, on the science and technology activities of the federal and provincial 


governments, and on research and development in government and other sectors of the economy. 


The Economic Statistics programs and the projects detailed below constitute the department’ s 
strategic outcome for the Economic Statistics Activity in conformity with Table B on Page 10.

In 2004, the Government of Canada committed to establishing national indicators of freshwater 
quality for aquatic life, air quality and greenhouse gas emissions. The goal of these new 
indicators is to provide Canadians with more regular and reliable information on the state of the 
environment and how it is linked with human activities. Environment Canada, Statistics Canada 
and Health Canada are working together to develop and communicate these indicators. 
Reflecting the joint responsibility for environmental information management in Canada, this 
effort has benefited from the co-operation and input of the provinces and territories. 
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The second annual report released in November 2006 included all three indicators. The air 
quality indicator presented in the report focused on human exposure to ground-level ozone as 
well as, for the first time, fine particulate matter. Both are key components of smog. The 
greenhouse gas emissions indicator described changes in emissions from 1990 to 2004. In 2006, 
the water quality indicator focused on the ability of Canada’s surface waters to support aquatic 
life over the period 2002 to 2004. Work was undertaken to develop a better understanding of how 
well the monitoring sites represent the quality of water bodies or watersheds in which they are 
located and how they relate to all the rivers and lakes in Canada. This will be taken into account 
in the revision of the indicator for future reports. Also for the first time, the second report 
contained results from the Households and Environment Survey that provided important socio- 
economic contextual information by province such as influence by advisories of poor air quality, 
treatment of drinking water, application of fertilizers and pesticides, ownership of household 
gasoline powered equipment and persons traveling by motor vehicle to work. 


Planned Activities: 


Reports will be produced annually on a continually improving set of indicators with 
increasingly robust analyses to track the changes in the three areas. Statistics Canada’s 
contributions to the improvements will include new contextual survey results on related 
household behaviours, water use in industry and agriculture, and municipal source water 
quality. As well, Statistics Canada will contribute to improving the project’s data 
management and enhancing analytical methods. The long-term goal is better information 
in support of decision-making that fully accounts for environmental sustainability.

The Business Register is a central repository containing all businesses with a significant level of 
activity in Canada, together with contact and classification information for these businesses. The 
majority of Statistics Canada’s economic surveys rely on the Business Register for carrying out 
their activities, particularly with respect to sampling, data collection and the production of 
estimates. The Business Register is a key component of the Departments economic statistics 
program. 


The Business Register’s overall structure and technological environment were established more 
than twenty years ago. In 2005, we began a complete redesign of the Register to ensure its 
ongoing capacity to fulfill its mission in the years to come. The objectives of this redesign are to 
simplify and update the concepts and operational processes, to facilitate the use of the Register 
through the utilization of more modern, user-friendly technology, and to enhance the timeliness 
of the information found in the Register. The redesign will also lower the Register’s operating 
cost and help Statistics Canada’s reduce and effectively manage business response burden, an 
ongoing Departmental priority. 
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Planned Activities: 


The redesign of the Business Register is a three-year project that will end in 2007-2008. 
Development and testing of the new Register’s components will be completed that year, 
and the surveys will be transitioned from the old to the new Register. This transition will 
take place over a period of about six months, starting in the fall of 2007. It will be based on 
a plan that takes into account each survey’s cycle. In addition, the new Register’s 
technology tools and operational processes will be quite different from the old ones. 
Training will be given to users and to staff responsible for the operations of the new 
Bees a This training will begin in the summer of 2007.

Services comprise approximately two-thirds of the Canadian economy. Business services 
represent almost 40% of gross domestic product compared to about 17% for government services 
and 11% for personal services. Despite their importance, price indexes for the business services 
sector are a significant gap in the Canadian economic statistical system. This gap seriously 
affects the quality of real output and productivity change estimates for this sector. 


Over a five year period, the Department will develop services price index programs for 
approximately 30 broad business services categories which accounts for approximately 80% of 
value added of the business services sector. In the 2006/2007 fiscal year, preliminary data 
collection began for wholesaling, truck transportation, non-residential rents and machinery and 
equipment rents. Preliminary price collection is scheduled to start for property/casualty insurance 
and retailing services in 2007. Research and development of price index methods was also 
carried out for brokerage and wealth management financial services, telephone and other 
telecommunications services, other professional, scientific and technical services, and rail 
transportation and freight services. 


Planned Activities: 


In 2007-2008, initial development will be completed for four major services categories. 
This will result in the initial release of regular quarterly national price indexes (with 
geographic detail for some services categories when possible) by the end of the 2007-2008 
fiscal year. Research, development and testing is expected to be initiated for additional 
business services categories including “other administrative and support services”, real 
estate commissions and management fees, and rental of automobiles and trucks.

The federal government transfers funds to the provincial and territorial governments on an annual 
basis to assist in the provision of programs and services to the public. These transfers allow the 
provinces to provide comparable levels of public services at comparable levels of taxation. In the 
March 2004 Federal Budget, the Government of Canada announced a series of changes to the 
Equalization formula. Among others, the property tax base will be changed from an indirect 
measure to one that better reflects current market values in the residential property sector. 


The project planning, development and implementation phase is scheduled to take place over the 
next three fiscal years. The new data will not only serve to improve the fiscal capacity measures 
within the Equalization formula, but statistical outputs will be made available to the public and 
within government. 


Planned Activities: 


In 2007-2008, Statistics Canada will undertake Phase I of the Property Tax Base project 
dedicated to detailed planning, development and implementation of collection concepts, 
methods and tools. The emphasis will be put on the collection of data on property values 
and property tax revenue from administrative sources. Inter-provincial comparability 
issues related to the definitions and classifications of residential and non-residential 
properties as well as to the coverage and valuation methods will be addressed. The 
development, the implementation and the testing of the collection tools will draw a 
significant share of the resources during this first phase. Internal discussions will be :

The Social Statistics program area provides information on the economic and social 
characteristics of individuals, families and households in Canada, and on the major factors that 
can contribute to their well-being. It includes measures of household income and expenditure; 
employment, unemployment and their associated costs and benefits; labour income and factors 
affecting labour supply; tourism and international travel; and information on topics of specific 
social policy concern. 
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This area also provides information and analysis on the facilities, agencies and systems that are 
publicly funded to meet the socio-economic and physical needs of Canadians. These include 
justice, health care, education systems, and cultural institutions and industries. Information is 
provided on the nature and extent of their services and operations, as well as on the characteristics 
of the individual Canadians and families whom they serve. Increasingly, the Department is 
attempting to go beyond the institutional orientation of this component to portray the impacts on 
Canadians of the health, education and justice systems.

Child-centered Family Law : 


In 2003-2004, the Canadian Centre for Justice Statistics (CCJS) received funding as part of 
Justice Canada’s “Child-Centered Family Law Strategy” to undertake the development and 
implementation of a micro-data version of its Maintenance Enforcement Survey (since renamed 
the Survey of Maintenance Enforcement Programs) and to develop and implement a Civil Court 
Survey, a brand new survey area. Since that time, the CCJS has developed survey specifications 
(through federal-provincial-territorial consultations), designed central processing systems for both 
of these administrative data surveys, and begun data collection in four jurisdictions for each 
survey. A prototype report for the Civil Court Survey was completed this late last fiscal year, 
while the annual publication for the Survey of Maintenance Enforcement Programs, released in 
January 2007, for the first time contained new content from the survey. 


Planned Activities: 


In 2007-2008, the CCJS plans to continue implementation of both surveys in two or three 
jurisdictions. As well, the Centre will continue development of statistical output tables for 
each survey, in consultation with its federal-provincial-territorial partners. Additionally, 
the first annual release of the Civil Court Survey is planned, and new content will be 
incorporated in the annual release of the Survey of Maintenance Enforcement Programs.

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Three major activities dominate the Health Statistics Program in the coming year. One is the 
Canadian Health Measures Survey (CHMS), a new and highly innovative ‘direct measures’ 
health survey. The second is the Canadian Community Health Survey (CCHS) which provides 
sub-provincial data at the health region level. A third initiative relates to the use of provincial 
health care administrative data for an innovative range of new statistical information. 


First to address longstanding limitations within Canada’s health information system, Health 
Canada and the Public Health Agency of Canada have supported Statistics Canada in obtaining 
funding for the new CHMS. This support was announced in the 2003 Federal Budget as part of an 
extension of the Health Information Roadmap Initiative. 


The Canadian Health Measures Survey (CHMS) will collect key information relevant to the 
health of Canadians by means of direct physical measurements such as blood pressure, height, 
weight, lung function and physical fitness. In addition, the survey will collect blood and urine 
samples to test for infectious diseases, chronic diseases, and nutrition and environment markers. 
The survey will also measure physical activity directly with an electronic activity monitor 
respondents will wear over a one week period, and thus provide a key point of information with 
regard to the growing prevalence of obesity. 


Information from the CHMS will provide much more reliable estimates of the extent of such 
major health problems as diabetes, hypertension, cardiovascular disease, lung disease, physical 
inactivity, exposure to infectious diseases and exposure to environmental contaminants. 


The CHMS will collect information from 5,000 Canadians aged 6 to 79, located in 15 sites across 
Canada. This sample size will provide national level estimates only. Work was ongoing during 
2006-2007 to finalize the collection applications, construct the mobile examination clinics, hire 
and train collection staff, negotiate locations and legal arrangements with the provinces and 
communities where sites are located and conduct a dress rehearsal of the entire survey. Collection 
is set to begin in March 2007 and to continue until June 2009. Initial data release should occur in 
late 2009 or early 2010. 


Second, the CCHS has been in place since 2001, and has been critical to providing data on 
Canadians’ health not only to provinces, but also to municipalities and communities. It is 
primarily an interview survey, the main exception being direct measures of height and weight in 
order to track the prevalence of obesity for a sub-sample. The main innovation for the coming 
year is to move the survey from a biennial format (i.e. a large sample every other year) to 
continuous interviewing. Notwithstanding the very large sample size of the CCHS, it remains 
under pressure from competing demands for even larger sample size and even more content. A 
number of jurisdictions are again expected to purchase extra sample, and it remains difficult to 
balance competing priorities for more detailed information in areas such as wait times for surgery 
and diagnostic imaging, and prevalence of risk factors for disease. The dissemination strategy for 
the survey data is also being examined to ensure that ongoing relevance to key stakeholders. 


Third the Health Person Oriented Information initiative (HPOJ), created under the Health 
Roadmap, is currently being enhanced as Statistics Canada is negotiating partnerships with 
Provincial, Territorial and Federal Ministries responsible for Health Care and Public Health, to 
obtain ongoing access to administrative data routinely collected through the health care system. 
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These data can be combined with survey data to look at risk factors, health services utilization 
and health outcomes. 


Planned Activities: 


In 2007-2008, data collection for the CHMS will begin and the change to continuous data 
collection for the CCHS will be implemented. Memoranda of Understanding will be 
negotiated with all jurisdictions involved in the exchange of health care administrative 
[eps to facilitate the transfer of these data to Statistics Canada. |

This program area provides statistical information from the Census of Population and Agriculture 
and other complementary surveys to Census data. The Census Population and Agriculture are 
conducted once every five years. The Aboriginal People Survey as described below is one survey 
being conducted to complement the Census data. The Census of Population provides benchmark 
information on the structure of the Canadian population and its demographic, social and 
economic conditions. It provides detailed information that cannot be generated through sample 
surveys on sub-populations and for small geographic areas. Estimates of the size of the 
population and its demographic structure between censuses, as well as population projections, are 
dependent on census information. 


Population counts and estimates are required to determine electoral boundaries, the distribution of 
federal transfer payments, and the transfer and allocation of funds among regional and municipal 


governments, school boards and other local agencies within provinces. 


The Census of Agriculture provides economic and social statistics pertaining to the characteristics 
and performance of the agriculture sector operators and their operations. 


The Census Statistics programs and the projects detailed below constitute the department’ s 
strategic outcome for the Census Statistics Activity in conformity with Table B on Page 10.

The 2006 Census introduced some ground breaking changes transforming a process that had been 
virtually unchanged for 35 years. These changes were responding to pressures that had built up 
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over the past two decades over the confidentiality and security of the completed questionnaires 
being reviewed by local enumerators, and at the same time taking advantage of some 
opportunities due to technological advancements. The Census collection and front-end processing 
activities, where all of the major changes were implemented, met and in some cases surpassed 
their goals. 


Here are some of the major changes that were implemented and the results of these changes: 


¢ Statistics Canada introduced an efficient and secure internet application. 2.2 million 
households chose this method of response, which surpassed the high end of the planning 
assumption goal of 2.1 million. 


+ Statistics Canada introduced a master list of dwellings for all of Canada. The goal was to 
mail out to as many addresses as possible, as well as to register each form against the 
master list as it was returned to the central data processing centre regardless of the 
response channel. We successfully mailed out to 73% of all dwellings in Canada, reducing 
our requirement for enumerators by 15,000 from 2001. The Master Control system was 
subsequently a critical piece in our ability to track and control field operations at the 
dwelling level. 


+ Statistics Canada replaced labour intensive manual key entry of Census questionnaires, 
which Statistics Canada had contracted out to the Canada Revenue Agency since 1981. 
Statistics Canada successfully scanned and utilized automated character recognition 
technologies and processed all the returns in-house at our Data Processing Center. The 
results include the creation of over 138 million images, the automated capture of over 1.3 
billion characters and the manual keying of about 100 million characters. All indications 
are that the quality of the capture was as good if not better than what was achieved 
through manual key entry. 


¢ Statistics Canada set out to eliminate local enumerators having to manually edit and 
follow-up directly with respondents to obtain incomplete or missing information. With 
all of the data now in electronic format, complex editing was performed in a consistent 
and automated fashion. Follow-up with respondents for missing information was done 
using computer-assisted telephone follow-up from three call centers. 920,000 
questionnaires were sent to and received from Failed Edit Follow-up operations. As a 
result of the better quality data received through the Internet questionnaire, this was about 
300,000 cases less than originally expected. 


All of these major changes contributed to our ability to reduce the reliance on a large number of 
field staff traditionally required to conduct the Census operations in the field. Instead of the 
approximately 59,000 field staff that Statistics Canada would have had to hire using the 
traditional collection approach, we built a process requiring about 27,000. However, due to the 
exceptionally difficult labour markets, particularly in the major urban centers as well as in many 
parts of Alberta, we could only hire about 17,000 enumerators. To increase the challenge, during 
the peak non-response period, Statistics Canada could retain only about 10,000 enumerators and 
only about a third of these could offer their services for more than 20 hours per week. 
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These challenges in hiring and retention of staff forced us to take some bold and decisive actions, 
which were possible because of the flexibility built into the new processes and systems. 


Statistics Canada had a very successful public communications program for the 2006 census. The 
support from the provinces, the private sector, non-governmental organizations and the media 
was exceptional. Thousands of companies agreed to support the census by agreeing to carry our 
message on their products and as part of their own public communications campaigns. The 
significance of full participation to all private and public sectors appeared to be well-understood 
by all. There were no major issues arising during the collection period. 


Despite the many successes to date for the 2006 Census, Statistics Canada did see a slight drop in 
the overall response rates, continuing a trend that has evolved over the past few decades. 


Although there are still some challenges for 2006 in the coming year, Statistics Canada have 
already embarked on building towards the 2011 Census. Statistic Canada is in the middle of 
reviewing all of the lessons learned to date for the 2006 Census so that we can build on our 
successes and implement changes where warranted. 


Planned Activities: 


In fiscal year 2007-2008, Census results will be communicated to Canadians. Data will be 
produced for use by community groups, businesses, governments and Canadians at large. 
Central to the Census dissemination strategy is to provide information, analysis and data 

products that showcase the strength of Census data and meet a wide range of users’ data 

needs. 

The following 5 major data releases will occur during 2007-2008:

2006 Census of Agriculture 


May 16, 2007 will mark the release of the Census of Agriculture data, one year after Census Day. 
While releasing farm-related data one year after Census Day has been the tradition for a number 
of censuses, this time the release will also include operator data. Moreover, on the day of release 
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all of these data will be available on the Internet, including those at the census consolidated . 
subdivision geographic level — the equivalent of a community in all provinces. Data at this level 
were not available online in 2001. 


The Census of Agriculture is taking a similar approach to improve the release of its analytical 
compendium, a book of 30-specialized analytical articles traditionally released after the 
Agriculture—Population data become available. In 2007, the first article will be released 
electronically in September, with additional selected articles released every four months until the 
entire compendium of articles becomes available in book form. This will make analytical insight 
into census of agriculture data accessible to more Canadians earlier than before and generate 
renewed media interest. 


Meanwhile, the Agriculture—Population linkage database will be under development. This unique 
database provides a profile of socio-economic characteristics for the one-fifth of farm operators who 
completed the long Census of Population questionnaire. 


Preliminary work on the 2011 Census of Agriculture will be conducted during the coming year. 
Census staff will establish a high-level schedule for the next Census of Agriculture. One of the 
most critical steps of this schedule will be the development of the content for the 2011 
questionnaire. This process will include getting input from data users nationally about new 
content requirements, and testing new and modified questions with respondents across the 
country. Given the economic and structural pressures that the agriculture industry continues to 
face, determining questions that satisfy both government and industry, yet accurately measure the 
health of Canadian agriculture, will be especially challenging. 


Planned Activities: 


In 2007-2008, Census of Agriculture will release all 2006 Census data, May 16, 2007, one 
year after Census Day. In addition, preparation for the 2011 Census will begin with high 
level schedules and preliminary questionnaire content.

The Aboriginal Peoples Survey (off-reserve) is being conducted and funded through a cost- 
recovery arrangement with a consortium of policy departments, led by Indian and Northern 
Affairs Canada. The 2006 APS will complement the Census data, providing a snapshot of the 
socio-economic, cultural, and health conditions of Aboriginal populations living off-reserve. The 
survey will provide governments and Aboriginal organizations with indicators to monitor change 
in educational outcomes, health status, employment and aboriginal language proficiency. More 
importantly, it will provide statistical information on the determinants of these changes. Initial 
results from the survey will be released in the fall of 2008. 
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In addition to the off-reserve survey, an on-reserve component of the APS will be conducted 
using a progressive approach over the next five years, working with First Nation communities 
willing to participate in the APS program. As part of the aboriginal statistical program, Statistics 
Canada will be providing as well ongoing technical support and assistance to the newly 
established First Nations Statistical Institute (FNSD. 


Planned Activities: 


In 2007-2008, an on-reserve component of the Aboriginal Peoples Survey will be 
implemented using a progressive approach and technical support will be provided to FNSI. 
Data collected from the off-reserve survey will be processed and analyzed in preparation for 
release in 2008- 2009.

As part of this initiative Statistics Canada launched its 
updated website featuring a redesigned homepage, introduced a uniform look and feel across the 
website, improved the search features and a new module for national economic accounts. The 
website is now more accessible to visitors with special needs, such as the visually impaired. 
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Integrated access to maps and geographic products through a “Maps and Geography” module has 
been implemented. 


Ensuring that visitors to www.statcan.ca have a high degree of satisfaction is an important goal 
for Statistics Canada and the introduction of a quality assurance program for all site content is 
important to achieving this. 


We continue to investigate ways to improve the satisfaction rate for visitors who are using the site 
search features. New techniques including guided navigation and faceted search will permit easy 
access to search results through user selected options such as author and subject. 


Planned Activities: 


In 2007-2008 we will continue invest in improving the website. Workflows are being 
implemented to ensure that new content and applications are subjected to an intensive 
quality assurance program including usability, accessibility and functionality testing. We 
will also work on improving the classification, integration and management of information 
on the site to provide better access to data by subject headings and by geographic region. 
In addition, we will also be looking at the website to ensure that the applications, tools and 
technologies used to publish on the World Wide Web meet current and future needs.

The Department is the process of developing a detailed business plan for the implementation of 
the 2006 Policy on Internal Audit as outlined by the Office of the Comptroller General. Internal 
Audit Division is currently developing a multi-year risk-based audit plan that will respond to the 
requirements of the Policy on Internal Audit. The plan is expected to be presented to the Internal 
Audit Committee at the beginning of 2007-2008. A risk-based audit model specific to the 
regional offices is also under development and is expected to be completed by the end of 2007- 
2008. . 


The Department expects to have established a new Audit Committee in conformity with the 2006 
Policy on Internal Audit by the end of 2008-2009. 
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Statistics Canada Evaluation Plan 


The ongoing evaluation of the quality and credibility of the statistical information produced by 
Statistics Canada is essential to the fulfillment of its mandate and achievement of its strategic 
outcome. For this purpose, each statistical program is subject to a detailed review and report on 
program performance every four years, with a briefer update report in the second year of this four 
year cycle. Departmental managers use the results of these evaluations to make enlightened 
decisions on priorities, adjustments in programs to meet users’ needs, reallocations of resources 
and other program adjustments. 


Through this process, program managers conduct a thorough and rigorous self-assessment of their 
program’s strengths, weaknesses, opportunities and vulnerabilities, assess the risks and provide a 
strategic plan to the Chief Statistician. 


1. The Quadrennial Program Review (QPR) 


The QPR is a comprehensive review of each program conducted every four years, resulting in all 
departmental programs being subject to an evaluation over a four year cycle. The QPR involves a 
thorough consultation with key constituents, particularly on their satisfaction with program 
outputs. Feedback is obtained through satisfaction surveys, on-going or ad hoc meetings, 
participation in advisory committees and other consultation mechanisms. This provides in-depth 
qualitative and quantitative information regarding program performance. For completeness and 
consistency, all performance indicators are reported on the basis of the Department’s Quality 
Assurance Framework’. The results of this evaluation are used by Program Manager to articulate 
a strategic direction for the next four years, which is presented to the joint Planning/Evaluation 
Committee, chaired by the deputy head, for guidance and approval, and is fed into the long-term 
planning process. 


2. The Biennial Program Report 


The BPR is a mid-cycle progress report on the implementation of the approved strategic plan. 
Like the QPR, it is structured according to the Quality Assurance Framework but performance 
reporting is conducted as required, where there is materiality in the trends. This mid-cycle report 
also highlights emerging changes and issues and how they are addressed. 


The schedule of the Quadrennial Program Reviews and the Biennial Program Reports, for 2007- 
2008 to 2009-2010 planning period, are shown in Section IV, Table 4.2. 


' The Department’s Quality Assurance Framework (Table 4.1) provides a structure for analysing and 
reporting on the program quality to be used by managers in their QPR and BPR. It defines the six 
dimensions of quality and each dimension refers to quantitative or qualitative indicators which are to be 
addressed if relevant to the program.

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SECTION IV: OTHER INFORMATION 


The performance of a national statistical agency is multidimensional. Different audiences are 
interested in different dimensions of performance. Statistics Canada recognizes its responsibility to 
report on dimensions of performance not visible from outside the Department. 


The dimensions of quality are overlapping and interrelated. There is no effective model for bringing all 
the characteristics of quality together into a single indicator. Each dimension has to be adequately 
managed if information is to be fit for use. Failure in any one dimension can destroy the usefulness of 
the information. 


Financial performance is monitored at a broad level through financial management information systems 
to provide information on expenditures and program efficiency, and on costs by program, 
organizational unit, and function. These systems are supported by a framework of financial policies 
and procedures, cost recording systems, and internal financial performance measures. 


Respondent burden and respondent relations more generally are monitored in a variety of ways. These 
include direct measurement of the number of respondent hours required to complete Statistics Canada 
surveys, identifying and exploiting alternative information sources (e.g. administrative data), 
developing alternative means of reporting and collecting information (e.g. data reporting through user- 
friendly electronic means), and through feedback obtained from respondents. 


Human resource management is monitored through regular employee feedback from internal and 
public service-wide surveys, exit and turnover rates, knowledge transfer, exit interviews, as well as 
through Biennial (every second year) and Quadrennial (every fourth year) Program Reports from every 
program.

Part Ill - Report on Plans and Priorities 


The Estimates Documents 


Each year, the government prepares Estimates in support of its request to Parliament for authority to spend public monies. 
This request is formalized through the tabling of appropriation bills in Parliament. The Estimates, which are tabled in 
the House of Commons by the President of the Treasury Board, consist of: 


Part I - The Government Expense Plan provides an overview of federal spending and summarizes the key 
elements of the Main Estimates. 


Part II - The Main Estimates directly support the Appropriation Act. The Main Estimates identify the spending 
authorities (votes) and amounts to be included in subsequent appropriation bills. Parliament will be asked to approve 
these votes to enable the government to proceed with its spending plans. Parts I and II of the Estimates are tabled 
concurrently on or before March 1. 


Part I1J - Departmental Expenditure Plans, which is divided into two components: 


1) Reports on Plans and Priorities (RPPs) are individual expenditure plans for each department and agency 
(excluding Crown corporations). These reports provide increased levels of detail over a three-year period on an 
organisation’s main priorities by strategic outcome(s), program activity(s) and planned/expected results, including 
links to related resource requirements. The RPPs also provide details on human resource requirements, major 
capital projects, grants and contributions, and net program costs. They are tabled in Parliament by the President of 
the Treasury Board on behalf of the ministers who preside over the appropriation dependent departments and 
agencies identified in Schedules I, I.1 and II of the Financial Administration Act. These documents are usually 
tabled on or before March 31 and referred to committees, which may then report to the House of Commons 
pursuant to Standing Order 81(7). 


2) Departmental Performance Reports (DPRs) are individual department and agency accounts of results achieved 
against planned performance expectations as set out in respective RPPs. These Performance Reports, which cover 
the most recently completed fiscal year, are tabled in Parliament in the fall by the President of the Treasury Board 
on behalf of the ministers who preside over the appropriation dependent departments and agencies identified in 
Schedules I, I.1 and II of the Financial Administration Act. 


Supplementary Estimates directly support an Appropriation Act. The Supplementary Estimates identify the spending 
authorities (votes) and amounts to be included in the subsequent appropriation bill. Parliamentary approval is required 
to enable the government to proceed with its spending plans. Supplementary Estimates are normally tabled twice a year, 
the first document in early November and a final document in early March. Each Supplementary Estimates document is 
identified alphabetically A, B, C, etc. Under special circumstances, more than two Supplementary Estimates documents 
can be published in any given year. 


The Estimates, along with the Minister of Finance’s Budget, reflect the government’s annual budget planning and resource 
priorities. In combination with the subsequent reporting of financial results in the Public Accounts and of accomplishments 
achieved in Departmental Performance Reports, this material helps Parliament hold the government to account for 

the allocation and management of public funds.

The delivery of the renewed Women’s Program has been streamlined to manage 
more efficiently the same annual grants and contributions budget of 
$10.8 million. As in the case of the organization’s policy advice role, SWC’s Wo- 
men’s Program funding will be used to support strategic priorities such as the 
situation of Aboriginal women and the economic security of particular groups of 
women. This support will be in addition to the remaining three years of the an- 
nual $ million ee to the Sisters-In- a initiative. 


Two ‘operational priorities were also identifi ed followne the assessment of the 
Management Accountability Framework at SWC in 2006:

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SWC’s total budget (Main Estimates) now stands at $19.9 million for 2007-2008, 
of which nearly $12 million is disbursed through grants and contributions for ini- 
tiatives that directly benefit Canadian women. The 70 full-time equivalent em- 
ployees provide four points of service across Canada in Edmonton (Alberta), Ot- 
tawa (Ontario), Montréal (Quebec) and Moncton (New Brunswick).

SWC’s Working Environment 


As a result of an efficiency review completed by SWC, $5 million in administrative 
savings will be generated as of April |, 2007. These savings will have been achieved 
by streamlining and consolidating operations to enhance SWC’s policies, processes 
and practices for funding programs and for policy advice so as to achieve greater ac- 
countability and effectiveness. As a result of the review, SWC will be able to focus 
on initiatives in line with government priorities that directly affect women and to en- 
sure the integrity and coherence of the organization’s core functions and activities. 
SWC will provide more cost-efficient delivery of the Women’s Program grants and 
contributions by means of 


* a two-tier application process; 


* technical assistance to targeted priority groups (for example, Aboriginal, immi- 
grant, young, and senior women); 


* astreamlined assessment process using a points system; and 


* a reduction in points of service from 16 to 4. 


Under the revised criteria for its funding program (see Section II, Activity 2), SWC 
expects that a wider range of organizations will be interested in applying to its grants 
and contributions program, thus potentially leading to partnerships involving gov- 
ernmental and other organizations on projects that address the needs of women— in 
particular, women who face barriers to their participation in Canadian society. 


SWC’s funding program applications are now available online, which should improve 
accessibility to users. The variety of organizations applying for funding may also in- 
crease as a result of the recently modified criteria. 


The Women’s Program will also improve its accountability by implementing the 
SWC Management Response to the evaluation of the Women’s Program and to the 
2006 Integrated Results-based Management Framework and Risk-based Audit Fra- 
mework. This process will involve the implementation of a diverse and comprehen- 
sive strategy to monitor and document outcomes, ensuring that projects achieve 
more concrete results, provide value for money and demonstrate clear accountabil- 
ity. 

Through the amalgamation of the previous Policy, Gender-Based Analysis and Re- 
search directorates, SWC’s core work of policy advice will now consist in supporting 
departments and central agencies to apply gender-based analysis when designing and 
implementing departmental policies and programs. While discontinuing the Policy 
Research Fund, SWC will still undertake internal research activities to support its po- 
licy work by generating evidence-based knowledge and by identifying international 
and domestic best practices on gender issues and on innovative approaches to inte- 
grating gender-based analysis into public-policy formulation. 


The rationalization of SWC’s core functions will permit the Government to be better 
positioned to work toward identifying and addressing existing barriers, preventing 
new ones from being established, and promoting the full participation of women in 
the economic, social and cultural life of the country. 
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In 2007-2008, SWC will also pursue the implementation of the two operational pri- 
orities adopted following the 2006 Management Accountability Framework assess- 
ment: 


¢ A Values and Ethics framework will be developed and implemented by setting 
standards and offering guidance and additional support structures to employees 
and managers. Values and Ethics should then be better embedded into work and 
decision-making practices. 


* Improvements will be made to the systematic legal review process of SWC's Au- 
thorities, and an increased understanding of the Parliamentary supply process will 
be applied. 


In fulfilling its mandate, SWC is committed to contributing to the vitality of official 
language minority communities, assisting in their development and fostering the full 
recognition and use of both English and French in Canadian society. In 2007-2008, 
SWC will continue to work in partnership with key partners, including Canadian 
Heritage, voluntary organizations and other stakeholders to carry out its legislative 
obligations under the Official Languages Act. SWC will also provide support for pro- 
jects that help to facilitate the full participation of official language minority women in 
the economic, social and cultural life of Canadian society. 


The main challenges and risks to SWC in 2007-2008 are likely to be identified during 
implementation of the revised organizational structure and of the new (internal and 
external) processes. For example, responding to a wide variety of accountability re- 
quirements will necessitate adjustments. As a learning organization, SWC intends to 
follow such developments and come up with solutions and adjustments where nec- 
essary. For example, plans and deliverables will be reviewed according to the focus 
on direct participation of women, the streamlined SWC structure and processes, 
and the criteria of the renewed funding program. 


The program activity architecture, on which public and financial reporting are based, 
will also be revised to reflect the activities undertaken, and the results sought, by 
SWC. 


The objective of assisting women in becoming full economic partners in Canadian 
society forms part of the foundation of SWC’s mandate and informs and supports 
Government priorities. The objective to attain a societal context in which women 
are treated as full economic partners contextualizes SWC’s working environment 
and simultaneously supports the Government priorities. 


Towards the full participation of women 
in Canadian society 


Within the actual context presented below, SWC will continue to put particular em- 
phasis on the removal of barriers preventing women’s full participation in society, 
with particular regard to improving economic security and the situation of Aboriginal 
women. 
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Through much of the twentieth century, the movement to obtain official recognition 
of the importance of women’s participation in Canadian society was primarily a 
struggle for basic human rights. There is no doubt that progress in the nature of 
women’s involvement and participation levels has been enormous since such recog- 
nition was granted. For example: 


* Young women now outnumber young men in institutions of higher learning. In 
2001, women made up 52% of those graduating with a bachelor’s or first profes- 
sional degree. 


¢ Women accounted for 47% of the employed workforce in 2004, up from 37% in 
1976. 


* Women have increased their representation in a number of professional fields. 
Women currently make up more than half of those employed in both diagnostic 
and treatment positions in medicine and related health professions and in business 
and financial positions. 


* A long-term increase has also occurred in the number of women employed in 
managerial positions. In 2004, 37% of all people employed in managerial position 
were women, up from 30% in 1987. 


However, despite such gains in participation barriers persist. The overall situation 
for most women and girls has improved in Canada, but they still face challenges in 
several key social and economic areas. For example: 


* Girls are the victims of more than four of every five cases of sexual assault on 
minors. 


* Although more women are earning bachelor’s degrees, only 27% of holders of an 
earned doctorate are women. Moreover, women are still underrepresented in 
math, physical sciences and engineering enrolment. 


¢ Women working full time still earn only 7! cents for every dollar earned by men. 


* The share of unpaid work performed by women is still more than one and one- 
half times that of unpaid work performed by men. 


* The most recent figures show that 35 per cent of lone mothers and 27 per cent of 
immigrant women live in low-income situations. Immigrant women working full 
time earn just 58 cents for every dollar earned by Canadian-born men. Women 
heading lone-parent families, immigrant women, senior women living alone and 
women with disabilities are at much higher risk of poverty than are other Canadi- 
ans. 


* Aboriginal women face higher rates of poverty, unemployment and poor housing 
than do other Canadians. According to recent government statistics, the life ex- 
pectancy of Aboriginal women is more than five years shorter than that of Cana- 
dian women in general, and they are more likely to live in poverty—36.4 per cent 
as compared with 17.7 per cent. Aboriginal women are also more than three 
times more likely to be assaulted by their spouses than are Canadian women in 
general, and they are eight times more likely to be killed by their spouses after 
separation. Aboriginal women who have status under the Indian Act and those be- 
tween the ages of 25 and 44 are five times more likely to experience a violent 
death than are other Canadian women in the same age category.

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Priority 1: Strengthen accountability 
in the federal government for gender-based analysis and 
for the full participation of women in Canadian society 


SWC recognizes that substantial and complex issues touch the lives of millions of 
women, each of whom has unique circumstances and needs. The achievement of 
measurable and concrete results will require ongoing effort over an extended period 
of time. 


One way in which SWC will support the strengthening of accountability in the fed- 
eral government is by providing policy advice and capacity-building in gender-based 
analysis to federal departments. Although all policies and programs can benefit from 
the application of gender-based analysis, the technique is particularly important 
when looking at specific population groups of women who face barriers—for exam- 
ple, Aboriginal women and women living in poverty. 


The application of gender-based analysis as a systematic approach allows depart- 
ments to develop, implement and assess their initiatives based on sound evidence 
regarding the gender and diversity elements of the Canadian population. Such an ap- 
proach enhances the effectiveness and efficiency of policies and programs because 
they are then grounded in evidence and are thus more likely to lead to concrete, 
positive results for all Canadians. 


More specifically, within the context of a three-year strategic plan, SWC will be un- 
dertaking the following actions to ensure accountability and sustainability of com- 
mitments to the full participation of women in the Canadian society: 


* Provide evidence-based policy advice to the Minister, other departments and cen- 
tral agencies on gender issues, with particular emphasis to be placed on Aboriginal 
women and the economic security of women who face particular barriers. 


Develop selected partnerships with the private sector, with civil society organiza- 
tions, and with other levels of government to actively advance women’s full par- 
ticipation in Canadian society. 


Carry out trends and gaps analysis on gender issues and gender-based analysis, 
and benchmarking against global best practices. 


Develop strategic partnerships with federal departments engaged in government 
priority-setting affecting selected populations of women. The objective is to 
achieve concrete, measurable results directly affecting the lives of Canadian 
women and their families by selecting priorities for strategic investment and ac- 
tion. Set within current government accountability frameworks and mechanisms 
so as to track and report on progress, SWC and partner departments will jointly 
create and monitor indicators and outcomes as initiatives are constituted to en- 
sure that concrete results are achieved. 


Priority 2: Focus the Women’s Program on funding 
projects that will enhance the full participation of 
women in Canadian society 

SWC will continue to promote the full participation of women in the economic, so- 


cial and cultural life of Canada while ensuring a stronger integration between policy 
and programming with a focus on achieving more concrete results. 
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With the same annual budget for the renewed Women’s Program ($10.8 million), 
SWC will focus the delivery of its grants and contributions to support projects that 
have a direct impact on women, in keeping with government priorities. Also to im- 
prove women’s participation, SWC will provide financial assistance to organizations 
addressing significant participation barriers faced by women and developing partner- 
ships with the public, not-for-profit and private sectors. 


In the same vein, the $5 million contribution to the Sisters-In-Spirit initiative will also 
continue for its remaining three years at $1 million annually. Undertaken with the 
Native Women's Association of Canada, this initiative is expected to make a strong 
contribution to federal efforts in going beyond the focus on family violence to ad- 
dress racialized and sexualized violence against Aboriginal women, determining its 
root causes and informing policy direction and development. 


Links to the Government of Canada Outcome Areas 


As an agency with a horizontal and enabling mandate on gender-based analysis, SWC 
works strategically to inform and influence the actions of other federal departments 
to integrate gender-based analysis into their policy and program activities, and to 
implement change to achieve the full participation of women in Canadian society. In 
doing so, SWC contributes to Government of Canada strategic outcomes by aligning 
itself with the economic and social themes of the Government Framework, specifi- 
cally under the areas of income security and employment for Canadians and a diverse 
society that promotes linguistic duality and social inclusion.

To fulfil the Government of Canada’s commitment to building a society that is inclu- 
sive and respectful of all Canadians, SWC focuses on the full participation of women 
in the economic, cultural and social life of the country. 


This strategic outcome flows from SWC’s mandate and is strengthened by the Ca- 
nadian Charter of Rights and Freedoms and Canada’s adherence to the Convention 
on the Elimination of All Forms of Discrimination against Women. 


In its support role for the Government of Canada’s efforts to address existing barri- 
ers faced by Canadian women, SWC will contribute to the Government’s priorities. 


The 2007-2008 program year signals the start of a revised operations framework for 
both the funding program and SWC’s internal functions, which will influence the na- 
ture of its activities and hence lead to a slightly different reporting format for its pro- 
gram activity architecture. However, according to the guidelines, the information 
that follows remains structured according to the current program activity architec- 
ture: 


* Promote equitable public policy 


* Build knowledge and organizational capacity on gender equality

This sub-activity involves influencing the development of public policy in federal pol- 
icy areas by investing in gender-based analysis capacity-building in, and providing pol- 
icy advice on gender issues to, other departments and agencies. 


In 2007-2008, SWC will provide support to selected departments on targeted and 
proposed government priorities, thus assisting departments in meeting the specific 
needs of women domestically. Particular emphasis will be placed on the situation of 
Aboriginal women and the economic security of particular groups of women who 
are at risk of not fulfilling their socio-economic potential. 


With respect to Aboriginal women, SWC will continue to work with other federal 
government departments on evidenced-based and culturally relevant policies and 
programs that address Aboriginal women’s human rights, their socio-economic and 
legal status such as matrimonial real property and unstated and unrecognized pater- 


nity. 


SWC will also continue to support the Sisters-In-Spirit initiative by moving into a co- 
ordinating role with federal partners on specific projects dealing with public educa- 
tion and awareness, and with public policy in target areas identified and agreed upon 
in collaboration with the Native Women’s Association of Canada to address the un- 
derlying causes of racialized, sexualized violence against Aboriginal women. 


Women are a vital economic and social force in Canadian society, experiencing some 
remarkable changes and significant constants over the past three decades in such ar- 
eas as higher education and employment. However, changing patterns in immigra- 
tion and demographics have accentuated disparities among women. In 2007-2008, 
SWC will continue to advance the federal government’s ongoing efforts to combat 
trafficking in persons, most of them women and children, by identifying key initia- 
tives with other federal government departments that will directly assist these 
women and have an impact on their lives. 


Expected result: Federal government policies and programs that advance gender 
equality. 


Performance indicator: Percentage of policy recommendations made by SWC that 
are accepted by federal departments, and the number of effective partnerships that 
improve outcomes for women.

SWC will take on more of a supporting role with the central agencies, assisting them 
in their mandated responsibilities to increase accountability for the use of gender- 
based analysis in policy development throughout the government. 


In 2007-2008, SWC will be providing central agencies with advice on integrating 
gender-based analysis within their current accountability frameworks and mecha- 
nisms. The organization will also be supporting those agencies in monitoring and re- 
porting on progress being made by key departments concerning the full participation 
of women, focusing on key priority areas relevant to Aboriginal women and wo- 
men’s economic security. 


SWC will also continue to participate in some international activities to support 
Canada as a leader in the world and to share knowledge that advances the full par- 
ticipation of women—for example, the United Nations Commission on the Status of 
Women. 


Expected result: Federal departments are engaged in a cohesive, consistent ap-

This program activity focuses on developing the knowledge and capacity of a num- 
ber of stakeholders so that they are better prepared to address gender-based issues 
of significance to Canadian society in a coordinated manner. 


Through its policy research activities, SWC will generate evidence-based knowledge. 
To that end, it will use trends and gap analysis on gender issues and gender-based 
analysis, and benchmarking against global best practices. It will also provide advice on 
gender issues that could have an impact upon the definition of governmental policy 
and program priorities. Federal/provincial-territorial and international activities will 
be refocused to inform the policy advice function by identifying international and 
domestic trends and best practices, and by providing support on targeted events for 
the Minister and SWC. 


This knowledge base will support the Minister’s role in providing guidance on com- 
plex policy and programming issues affecting women in Canada. SWC will continue 
to share its gender expertise with other federal departments and other stakeholders, 
and will also link these partners to gender policy research experts in Canada. 


This program activity also includes the provision of financial assistance to Canadian 
organizations so that they can carry out projects that facilitate the achievement of 
SWC’s strategic outcome, support Government priorities and give Canadians value 
for money. Through this aspect of its second program activity, SWC seeks to ad- 
vance the full participation of women by increasing knowledge and organizational 
capacity and by ensuring that women are the direct beneficiaries of project out- 
comes. 


Expected result: Knowledge and gender equality capacity gaps are addressed by fe- 
deral departments, nongovernmental organizations and others.

This sub-activity focuses on assisting federal departments and agencies in setting up 
processes and structures in capacity-building and in creating tools to integrate gen- 
der-based analysis into their policy and program development activities. 


SWC will be generating gender-based knowledge and identifying international and 
domestic best practices on gender-based analysis in support of the execution of its 
mandate. In addition to making custom-made gender-based analysis training and 
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tools available, SWC will continue to identify innovative approaches that depart- 
ments and agencies can use to integrate gender-based analysis into their public policy 
formulation. Using a phased approach, SWC will continue to work with selected de- 
partments and agencies on the creation of sustainable frameworks and accountability 
mechanisms. 


Eventually, all federal policies and programs will reflect gender considerations before 
decision-making is finalized, which will ensure the removal of existing barriers faced 
by women. 


To maximize its effectiveness in this role, SWC resources are being aligned in 2007— 
2008 on government policy initiatives focusing on Aboriginal women’s situation and 
women’s economic security. 


Expected result: Integration of gender-based analysis into government initiatives.

In 2006, the Terms and Conditions of the Women’s Program were renewed in 
compliance with the Policy on Transfer Payments. The renewal of the Women’s 
Program has resulted in changes to the program framework, including the mandate, 
objective, outcomes and funding recipients. The Terms and Conditions will serve as 
guidelines for funding projects that have a direct impact on women in their commu- 
nities. 


In line with the SWC priorities, the Women’s Program will continue to work closely 
with Aboriginal women’s and other organizations on issues such as violence, eco- 
nomic security and self-governance. In addition, contribution funding will continue to 
the Sisters-In-Spirit initiative to address sexualized, racialized violence against Abo- 
riginal women.

The mandate of SWC is to coordinate policy with respect to the status of women 
and to administer related programs. As planned in its previous Report on Plans and 
Priorities, SWC had reviewed its internal governance structure in September 2006 
to enhance the internal cohesiveness in pursuing key policy areas and specific opera- 
tional priorities. The Government then announced $5 million in efficiency savings. 
Hence, building on its governance results, SWC streamlined significantly administra- 
tive operations by downsizing both costs and resources and by reviewing its plans 
and deliverables accordingly.

Through the amalgamation of the previous Policy, Gender-Based Analysis and Re- 
search Directorates, the new Policy Directorate will offer core policy advice by pro- 
viding evidence-based policy advice and working in partnership with selected de- 
partments and central agencies to implement gender-based analysis and to monitor 
progress, and by carrying out gender-based analysis trends and gaps analysis and by 
benchmarking against global best practices. 


The Women’s Program Directorate provides efficient delivery of grants and contri- 
butions with enhanced direct impact on women while supporting Government pri- 
orities. Its key activities encompass program development, decentralized delivery 
and administration, and performance measurement and reporting. SWC regional 
points of service have also been streamlined as follows: 


* Edmonton (serves Manitoba, Saskatchewan, Alberta, British Columbia, North- 
west Territories and Yukon) 


* Ottawa (serves the province of Ontario, plus national organizations)

Under the revised governance structure, the cost of internal services now available 
to SWC directorates includes administrative functions offered by the 15 FTEs under 
Corporate Services (corporate finance, human resources, information technology 
and management, and web services) as well as 3 FTEs in the Co-ordinator’s Office 
and 5 FTEs in the Deputy Co-ordinator’s Office, which is now responsible for the 
Corporate Planning, Reporting, Audit and Evaluation functions.

The Estimates Documents 


Each year, the government prepares Estimates in support of its request to Parliament for authority to spend public monies. 
This request is formalized through the tabling of appropriation bills in Parliament. The Estimates, which are tabled in 
the House of Commons by the President of the Treasury Board, consist of: 


Part I - The Government Expense Plan provides an overview of federal spending and summarizes the key 
elements of the Main Estimates. 


Part II - The Main Estimates directly support the Appropriation Act. The Main Estimates identify the spending 
authorities (votes) and amounts to be included in subsequent appropriation bills. Parliament will be asked to approve 
these votes to enable the government to proceed with its spending plans. Parts I and II of the Estimates are tabled 
concurrently on or before March 1. 


Part III — Departmental Expenditure Plans, which is divided into two components: 


1) Reports on Plans and Priorities (RPPs) are individual expenditure plans for each department and agency 
(excluding Crown corporations). These reports provide increased levels of detail over a three-year period on an 
organisation’s main priorities by strategic outcome(s), program activity(s) and planned/expected results, including 
links to related resource requirements. The RPPs also provide details on human resource requirements, major 
capital projects, grants and contributions, and net program costs. They are tabled in Parliament by the President of 
the Treasury Board on behalf of the ministers who preside over the appropriation dependent departments and 
agencies identified in Schedules I, I.1 and II of the Financial Administration Act. These documents are usually 
tabled on or before March 31 and referred to committees, which may then report to the House of Commons 
pursuant to Standing Order $1(7). 


2) Departmental Performance Reports (DPRs) are individual department and agency accounts of results achieved 
against planned performance expectations as set out in respective RPPs. These Performance Reports, which cover 
the most recently completed fiscal year, are tabled in Parliament in the fall by the President of the Treasury Board 
on behalf of the ministers who preside over the appropriation dependent departments and agencies identified in 
Schedules I, I.1 and II of the Financial Administration Act. 


Supplementary Estimates directly support an Appropriation Act. The Supplementary Estimates identify the spending 
authorities (votes) and amounts to be included in the subsequent appropriation bill. Parliamentary approval is required 
to enable the government to proceed with its spending plans. Supplementary Estimates are normally tabled twice a year, 
the first document in early November and a final document in early March. Each Supplementary Estimates document is 
identified alphabetically A, B, C, etc. Under special circumstances, more than two Supplementary Estimates documents 
can be published in any given year. 


The Estimates, along with the Minister of Finance’s Budget, reflect the government’s annual budget planning and resource 
priorities. In combination with the subsequent reporting of financial results in the Public Accounts and of accomplishments 
achieved in Departmental Performance Reports, this material helps Parliament hold the government to account for 

the allocation and management of public funds.

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I; Departmental Overview 


A. _ Registrar’s Message 


The role of the Office of the Registrar of the Supreme Court is to provide an administrative 
framework for the Supreme Court of Canada, one of the key institutions at the centre of Canadian 
democracy. The Supreme Court is the “general court of appeal” for Canada. Through its 
decisions, the Court settles disputes submitted to it by the parties and plays a leading role in the 
development of the country’s jurisprudence, which affects all Canadians. The goal of the Office 
of the Registrar is to ensure that Canadians are well served by their highest court. 


For this purpose, the Office of the Registrar must facilitate the work of the judges and take the 
necessary steps to ensure that litigants and Canadian citizens have the access they need to the 
Court. It must therefore seek to make, on an ongoing basis, tangible improvements to the 
services provided to the judges, the legal community and the public at large. This Report on 
Plans and Priorities illustrates this long-term vision and describes the constant efforts being made 
to this end, which must take account of the importance attached to the Court’s institutional 
independence and the framework of sound public management. 


Although the mandate of the Office of the Registrar is very stable, there is no shortage of 
challenges: complexity of the Court’s cases, dynamic technological environment, space 
management in a heritage building, changes in the human resources profile and multifaceted 
demands for access to the Court. The Office of the Registrar will continue to rely on a 
strengthened risk management process and the implementation of an integrated human resources 
plan to face these challenges and meet its goals. Front and centre among the key priorities for the 
coming year is moving forward with the Court modernization project, which will have profound 
ramifications for courtroom operation, information management processes and employees. The 
Office of the Registrar endeavours to maximize the synergies that exist among the various 
components of the project. 


The Office of the Registrar is fortunate to be able to rely on dedicated and motivated managers 
and employees who are flexible and are guided in their work by the Public Service’s democratic, 
professional, ethical and people values. The results of the Public Service Employee Survey for 
the Office of the Registrar clearly illustrate the attachment of all employees to the institution and 
their desire to serve litigants and their fellow citizens to the best of their abilities. The Office of 
the Registrar seeks to strengthen employee adaptability and recruit people with new capabilities 
in order to continue contributing to the better administration of justice in Canada.

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C. Summary Information

leading the development of common and civil law through its decisions on questions 
of public importance.

The Office of the Registrar of the Supreme Court of Canada exists to provide the full 
gamut of services the Court needs in order to hear cases and render decisions, and 
serves as the interface between the litigants and the Court. The focus of this report is 
the Office of the Registrar of the Supreme Court of Canada.

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D. Departmental Plans and Priorities 


Operating environment 


The environment within which the Office of the Registrar must carry out its activities is 
continually evolving. The legal environment is becoming increasingly complicated and 
technological advancements place ongoing pressure on the Court to update its facilities, systems 
and services. 


Changes and trends in court administration include: 


* Continued focus on electronic exchange of information. Electronic tools continue to be 
more prevalent in the way courts deal with litigants and the public, as well as in the manner 
in which courts exchange information. There is an increasing and continuing expectation 
from stakeholders for electronic access to information and legal material (e.g., in the 
courtroom, in their offices, in the library, in the registry). Courts are adopting different e- 
filing practices depending on the nature of their caseload. The number of electronic cases 
from the lower courts is increasing. This highlights the need for greater interoperability with 
court users and between courts, and has important implications regarding public access to 
court files, and the development of information standards with respect to e-filing and how 
judicial information is created, kept and moved through the court system. 


* Changes regarding access to court records. A Model Policy for Access to Court Records 
in Canada was issued by the Canadian Judicial Council in August 2006. Further, changes to 
the Access to Information Act, and new privacy legislation have implications in terms of 
privacy and on-line access to court information. The Office of the Registrar undertook a 
project to develop a policy for access to Court records that would be suitable to the 
requirements of the Court. A draft policy has been developed and will be finalized early in 
2007-2008. 


* Increasing number of cases involving secrecy, privacy and security concerns. Practices 
and policies to handle sensitive information vary between provinces and courts, and the 
Office of the Registrar must be able to deal with these differences. Cases involving the new 
anti-terrorism legislation require special attention. All of this has implications for the Office 
of the Registrar in terms of its ability to identify and manage sensitive court files, and 
requires a more integrated approach, greater adaptability, increased tightening up of its 
policies, practices and processes, additional safeguards in its case management system, and 
greater staff awareness. 


* Increased sharing of information on processes and practices between courts. 
Increasingly, courts are sharing their experiences, on such matters as e-filing, performance 
measurement, etc., in a more open and forthcoming fashion and at an earlier stage, including 
successes, failures, and lessons learned. For example, the Office of the Registrar is also 
increasingly working in close collaboration with other legal communities on e-filing and 
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information and data management. These exchanges of information have become more 
structured, through such venues as the Association of Canadian Court Administrators 
(ACCA). 


- Reduced caseload of the Court. The workload of the Office of the Registrar in terms of 
caseload has been very stable over the last 10 years (around 90 appeals and 600 leave 
applications per year). However, in 2006 just over 500 leave applications were filed and the 
number of appeals to be heard in 2007 is expected to decrease to about 50. As it is not clear 
whether this reduction in caseload reflects a permanent trend or an anomaly, the Office of 
the Registrar will continue to monitor statistics closely. A similar downturn has been 
observed in the United States Supreme Court. 


Priorities 


As in previous years, the key priority of the Office of the Registrar for 2007-2008 is the on-going 
processing of cases without delay. A second key priority has been added for 2007-2008 -Court 
modernization. It is expected that this priority will continue at least until the end of 2009-2010. 
These first two priorities are considered “program priorities”, as they focus on service to the 
Canadian public. In addition, the Office of the Registrar has two “management priorities”, both 
of which were previously committed to: the management of risks, and building capacity. For 
2007-2008, this last priority will focus on the development of Human Resource Planning and its 
integration with business planning, the establishment of a communications program, and the 
development of an accommodation strategy. 


Process cases without delay 


The focus of the Office of the Registrar will continue to be to process cases without delay while 
maintaining stakeholder satisfaction and high standards of service quality, and to keep backlogs 
to a minimum. 


Court modernization 


The Office of the Registrar has recognized the requirement to modernize the courtroom for some 
time, and in 2006-2007, Treasury Board approved the courtroom audio-visual/information 
technology project, and provided funding totaling $5.1M over a two year period. The total cost of 
this project is estimated to be $6.5M over a three year period, with the difference being funded 
from existing reference levels. Work on this project has commenced. Efficiencies will be gained 
by leveraging investments in the courtroom with other modernization initiatives, most 
significantly an electronic document/records management system (EDRMS) and electronic filing 
of court documents (e-filing). 


Manage risks 
The Office of the Registrar has made progress in implementing an integrated approach for 
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identifying, assessing and managing risks facing the Court. For example, a Project Management 
Office is being established to help mitigate the risks inherent in the successful completion of 
large scale, complex projects such as the courtroom audio-visual /information technology 
project; resource pressures will be dealt with through realignment of budgets; and significant 
staff turnover will be addressed as part of the Human Resource Planning initiative. 


Build capacity 


The major focus under this priority will be further development of an integrated business and 
human resource planning process. The Office of the Registrar implemented the first phase of its 
multi-phased approach to Integrated Human Resources Planning in 2005-2006. This first phase 
was designed to inform and motivate managers to build their Human Resource (HR) plan and as 
a result, a Human Resource Plan was produced for 2006-2007. The Office of the Registrar is 
currently implementing the next phase which will result in the finalization of its first Integrated 
Human Resources Plan by the end of March 2007. During 2007-2008, the Office of the Registrar 
plans to further enhance its integrated human resources planning process by developing and 
revising templates and guides, consulting with its management on refinements to the process, and 
communicating the new process to managers for implementation in the 2008-2009 fiscal year. 
The plan is dependent upon the availability of funds to engage external expertise, which will be 
required to supplement the existing functional specialists. To the extent possible, the Office of 
the Registrar will take advantage of opportunities for sharing expertise, such as via the HR Co-op 
Team and the Small Agency Transition Support Team. 


A second aspect of the Build Capacity priority is the revamping of the internal communications 
strategy and plan. While there is generally a high satisfaction with internal communication, 
recent changes in the governance structure, particularly with respect to the roles of committees, 
has necessitated a review of the various methods used for internal communication. 


The final aspect of the Build Capacity priority is the requirement for an accommodation strategy. 
All of the Office of the Registrar’s employees are housed in the Supreme Court building, which 
is at or near capacity. Given the heritage nature of the building, changes are not straight-forward. 
The Office of the Registrar will explore facility solutions in consultation with PWGSC to make a 
better utilization of space available. 


Link to Government of Canada Outcome Areas 


The Supreme Court of Canada is Canada’s highest court. It is the final general court of appeal, 
the last judicial resort for all litigants, whether individuals or governments. The Supreme Court 
stands at the apex of the Canadian judicial system, and as such is a fundamental element of the 
Canadian structure of government. Because of this position, the strategic outcome of the Office 
of the Registrar of the Supreme Court of Canada - “to provide the best decision-making 
environment for the Supreme Court” - contributes to all Government of Canada outcome areas.

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If. Analysis of Program Activities by Strategic Outcome 


1. The Office of the Registrar’s Strategic Outcome, Program Activity and Expected 
Results 


The Office of the Registrar of the Supreme Court of Canada has a single strategic outcome: 


* To provide the best possible decision-making environment for the 
Supreme Court of Canada. 


The Office of the Registrar of the Supreme Court of Canada has one program activity: 


¢ Process hearings and decisions. 


The Office of the Registrar provides the services the Court needs to hear cases and render 
decisions as the court of last resort. The principal responsibilities of the Office of the Registrar 
are to manage the cases coming into the Court, act as an interface between litigants and their 
counsel and the Court, and to provide a full range of administrative and support services to the 
Judges. Specific functions carried out by the Office of the Registrar include: 


* Processing, recording, preserving and directing the flow of all documents filed by parties and 
ensuring all decisions are rendered and all proceedings which take place during the life of a 
case are recorded. 


* Providing information to litigants, the media and the public on the Court's processes and 
activities, and scheduling of cases. 


* — Providing a modern, accessible courtroom for the oral presentation and hearing of cases. 
* Providing an audio-visual record of hearings in order that they may be televised. 
* Providing legal services to the Judges. 


* Maintaining the Court Library and providing a full range of library and information services 
to Judges, staff of the Court and legal researchers. 


* Publishing the Supreme Court reports and the Bulletin of Proceedings. 

* Providing administrative and operational support to the Judges and Court staff. 

* — Providing protocol services to the Judges to facilitate national and international exchanges. 
* Providing a public information and tour program. 


The Office of the Registrar of the Supreme Court’s expected results are the following: 


* To process hearings and decisions promptly. 
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* To ensure the independence of the Court as an institution within the framework of 
sound public administration. 


¢ To improve access to the Court and its services. 
* To provide the information base that the Court needs to fulfil its mandate. 


2. The Office of the Registrar’s Performance Measurement Strategy 


The performance indicators for each of the above expected results are identified below. The 
performance measurement framework for the Office of the Registrar also includes performance 
indicators related to a Productive Workforce and Sound Management. These are addressed in 
Section C - Other Indicators. 


A. Process hearings and decisions—results and performance objectives

Expected result: Process hearings and decisions promptly 


This result is the “raison d’étre” of the Office of the Registrar. The performance 
indicators relate mainly to the quality and timeliness of the service provided. 


¢ Feedback regarding quality of service. Stakeholder satisfaction is monitored on a 
qualitative basis through feedback on the quality of services provided by the Office 
of the Registrar. Within the Court, the primary stakeholders are the judges. 
Externally, stakeholders include litigants, the public, media and the legal community. 
The Registrar regularly confers with the Judges to assess their level of satisfaction; 
and meets with external legal agents to obtain feedback on service delivery, through 
such mechanisms as the CBA/SCC Liaison Committee, the Court Ottawa Agents 
Practice and Procedures Committee, the Court Media Relations Committee, as well 
as via informal communications with the legal community. Feedback is also 
obtained through individual correspondence from litigants and legal counsel. As 
well, a survey of all counsel and self-represented litigants who appeared before the 
Court in 2006 will be conducted before the end of 2006-2007. The Office of the 
Registrar will strive to maintain satisfaction levels at their current high level. This 
means a service that is responsive and efficient, whereby issues are resolved quickly, 
stakeholders have good access to information, there are few errors, and complaints 
are minimal. In order to maintain and improve service levels, the Office of the 
Registrar will continue to improve internal business processes, to review existing 
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service standards and to make further service improvements as required. 


* Quality and availability of technology. Ensuring that the technology of the Court 
(software, systems, equipment and infrastructure) meets its requirements and those of 
users; and is aligned with industry standards and best practices within the federal 
government, other courts, and the judicial system in general. Users can be both 
internal (e.g., Judges, staff), and external (litigants and their counsel, media, legal 
community, the public). Key technology projects during 2007-2008 are the 
Electronic Document / Records Management System and the modernization of Court 
Systems, notably, the Courtroom Audio Visual / Information Technology Project. 


¢ Elapsed time for processing cases. There is continuing pressure on the Office of 
the Registrar to process cases without delay. Monthly statistics are maintained on the 
caseload and an annual statistical report is published. Detailed information on the 
Court’s workload is also available on the Court’s internet site (http://www.scc- 
csc.gc.ca). There will be a sustained focus on managing the time taken for 
processing judgments, and keeping any backlog to a minimum. Key measures are the 
average elapsed times between filing of application for leave and decision on 
application for leave; between the date leave is granted (or date notice of appeal as of 
right filed) and the hearing; and between the hearing and the judgment. Backlogs are 
measured by the number of cases (leave applications and appeals) that are pending 
decision. The Office of the Registrar will be striving to continue the trend to 
minimize elapsed times and ensuring that no backlogs develop. 


* Quality of library services. The target is to meet service standards over 95% of the 
time, and to maintain a high level of satisfaction of the public and other stakeholders 
with the services available through the Library. The Library will continue to provide 
services to the Supreme Court, as well as to lawyers appearing before the Court, to 
federal courts, to members of the Bar and, by special permission, to others in the 
legal field. Such services include access to the print collection, online catalogue, 
circulation, reference/research services, virtual library services, communication of 
library products, and orientation and training of users. The new Library Management 
System (LMS) will help to improve the quality of library services provided through 
integration of resources.

Expected result: Independence of the Court 


The situation of the Court at the apex of the judiciary gives it a wide visibility in Canada, and to a 
lesser extent, abroad. In this context, the Office of the Registrar must ensure that the 
independence of the institution is clearly safeguarded within the framework of sound public 
administration. It requires that appropriate arms-length relationships be maintained with 
Parliament, the Department of Justice, the Attorney General, the Director of Public Prosecutions, 
and Central Agencies. Key indicators are: 


° Perception of institutional independence. The Office of the Registrar monitors risks to 
the independence of the institution, by tracking media reports, and conferring with the 
Judges to assess their level of comfort that the Supreme Court is maintaining its 
institutional independence. The Office of the Registrar will continue to ensure that the 
implications of institutional independence are well understood and supported by actions 
of stakeholders, and that the high credibility of the institution is maintained in Canada 
and internationally. 


° Identification of potential conflict of interest. The role of the Office of the Registrar is 
to identify, track and bring potential conflicts of interest to the attention of the Judges 
with respect to a case in which they may have been involved prior to their appointment to 
the Bench or in which they may have a personal interest. This ensures that the Judges are 
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not placed in a situation of perceived conflict of interest with respect to a case in which 
they may have been involved prior to their appointment to the Bench or in which they 
may have a personal interest. This was incorporated as a module of the Case Management 
System. The desired end result is that mechanisms are followed closely; there are no 
incidents of perceived conflict situations that were not identified; and there are no 
complaints. The Office of the Registrar reviews reporting mechanisms on an ongoing 
basis to avoid such incidents. 


Expected result: Access to Court services 


The Office of the Registrar must ensure that the Court is accessible and that it provides services 
to litigants including the processing of cases with minimum delay. Key indicators are: 


. Time to respond to requests for information. The desired target is that 90% of requests 
be answered within established service standards (for example answering calls and e- 
mails, distributing documentation, ensuring information into the Case Management 
System and processing motions), and that stakeholders be satisfied with the quality of 
information received. Although the Office of the Registrar is confident that this target is 
being achieved on a consistent basis, it is implementing mechanisms to better track 
throughput times for requests for information and the distribution of documents. The 
Office of the Registrar is also improving on an ongoing basis access to information from 
its web site. 


° Effectiveness of rules. Rule amendments came into force in October, 2006. Key 
measures are that cases are filed as per the rules, and that there are few complaints or 
difficulties encountered. The Office of the Registrar collects on an ongoing basis 
suggestions from judges, staff and litigants for rule changes. It also seeks feedback from 
the legal community through committees such as the Court Ottawa Agents Practice and 
Procedures Committee (COAPP) and CBA/SCC Liaison Committee. 


° Quality of protocol services. Key measures are stakeholder satisfaction with the 
services, and that events are highly successful. Protocol services include organizing 
special events of the Court, receiving dignitaries and visitors officially invited by the 
Court (national and international), and providing assistance to Judges when traveling 
internationally on behalf of the Court. The Office of the Registrar is implementing an 
automated protocol program software tool to ensure a better control over the planning and 
organization of events. 


° Quality of electronic access to Court services and information. The ultimate objective 
is to make electronic services and information easily accessible to both internal and 
external users. The Office of the Registrar is not yet achieving target in this regard as e- 
filing has proven to be more challenging to implement than originally anticipated. A key 
project during 2007-2008 will be the Electronic Document / Records Management 
System (EDRMS) that is critical to providing more functional e-filing and internet 
services in the long term. The Office of the Registrar will also develop and implement a 
policy for electronic access to Court records taking into consideration the model policy 
recommended by the Canadian Judicial Council. 
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° Courtroom system reliability. The reliability of the Courtroom equipment is critical to 
avoiding disruptions to Courtroom services. Treasury Board approved the Courtroom 
Audio-Visual / Information Technology Project, and provided funding in the amount of 
$5.1M over a two year period to address this concern. The project has started, and is 
expected to cost roughly $6.5M over a three year period. The difference between total 
estimated cost and funds received will be provided from existing reference levels. 


° Provision of media access. Significant progress has been made in recent years to 
improve the quality of media access by allowing, in some case, members of the media 
sufficient time to read a decision and reasons for judgment in some cases before they 
become public. (This process is known as a media lock-up.) Although the media has 
generally been satisfied with the information provided, the Office of the Registrar will be 
endeavoring to further customize the information provided to the specific requirements of 
the media, and to enable the media to access more information on a self-serve basis, 
mainly via the internet. 


° Physical security. The Office of the Registrar completed a Business Continuity Plan in 
2006-2007, which will require annual updating to ensure it remains relevant. In 
accordance with the recent security audit, the Office of the Registrar will conduct ongoing 
threat and risk assessments, in order to maintain a high level of security of the facilities. 


Expected result: Access to information 


The Office of the Registrar will be continuing to develop and implement its long term strategy to 
improve the management of, and access to, information. Key indicators are: 


° Internal access to case information. Enhancements will continue to be made to the 
Court’s Case Management System as users rely heavily on this application, with a view to 
ensuring that case information is readily available in electronic format, that the 
information is up-to-date, complete and accurate, and that a consistent quality of 
information is available to users. 


° Quality of storage, retention and preservation of Court information. That is, the 
quality of storage, retention and preservation of Court records. Specific challenges 
revolve around the introduction of information standards (e.g., metadata, classification, 
naming conventions), streamlined policy documentation, consistent and adequate 
management processes and controls (including the management of Judges’ private 
papers), and long term archival requirements across various formats and media. The 
Electronic Document / Records Management System (EDRMS) and E-filing projects will 
support the achievement of this objective. 


Expected Result: Reliable payment process for payments pursuant to the Judges Act. 


The accuracy and timeliness of payments are monitored on an ongoing basis. 
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C. Other Indicators 
Expected Result: Productive Workforce 
The key indicators are: 


* Motivated and committed workforce. The Office of the Registrar utilizes resuets of 
Public Service Employee Surveys to assess the motivation and commitment of employees, 
as well as turnover and absenteeism statistics and employee feedback. 


* Skilled workforce. The Office of the Registrar continues to be concerned about emerging 
competency gaps, and limitations in back-up capacity. The Court modernization, when 
completed, will require new skills and competencies, further exacerbating the situation. 
The development of the first integrated Human Resource Business Plan and enhancements 
to the integrated planning process are intended to address these issues. 


Expected Result: Sound Management 
There is one indicator for this expected result: 


* Conformity to the Management Accountability Framework: The Office of the 
Registrar carries out a yearly assessment of its practices against the govermment-wide 
Management Accountability Framework. In addition, the Office of the Registrar conducts 
twice yearly assessments of performance against its internal indicators, using a five level 
performance scale relative to target. Internal audits are another tool used to improve 
services and tighten controls. 
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Ill: Supplementary Information 


A. Organizational Information 


The Supreme Court of Canada comprises the Chief Justice and the eight Puisne Judges, all of 
whom are appointed by the Governor in Council. The Supreme Court of Canada is the highest 
Court in Canada and one of its most important national institutions. It hears appeals from the 
decisions of the courts of appeal of the provinces and territories as well as from the Federal Court 
of Appeal. In addition, the Court is required to give its opinion on any question referred to it by 
the governor in Council. The importance of the decisions of the Court for Canadian society is 
well recognized. The Court assures uniformity, consistency and correctness in the articulation, 
development and interpretation of legal principles throughout the Canadian judicial system. Its 
jurisdiction is derived from the Supreme Court Act and other Acts of Parliament, such as the 
Criminal Code. 


The Registrar, also a Governor in Council appointee, reports to the Chief Justice, and heads the 


Office of the Registrar of the Supreme Court of Canada. The organization of the Office of the 
Registrar is depicted in the following diagram and further explained in the paragraphs that 


follow.

Appointed by the Governor General, the Registrar is the Deputy Head of the Court, answers 
directly to the Chief Justice and exercises quasi-judicial powers. Her office provides executive 
services to the chambers of the nine Judges, the office of the Executive Legal Officer, the law 
clerk program, and dignitary visits. 


Deputy Registrar 


The Deputy Registrar, a Governor in Council appointee, oversees the work of the Court 
Operations Sector, which includes the Registry Branch and the Law Branch. Public information 
services, including the management of the Court’s Tour Program, are also provided by staff in the 
Deputy Registrar’s Office. 


Registry 


The Registry is the hub of all procedural and documentary activities at the Court. The 
Registry processes, records and directs the flow of all documents filed by the parties and 
records all events which take place during the life of a case as well as preserving all 
documents forming the record of a case. It “cases manages” every leave application, appeal 
and motion to ensure that cases are dealt with efficiently, so that no time is wasted by 
Judges on procedural matters or incomplete filings. The Registry assists parties by 
providing information on the Court’s processes and activities, schedules the Court’s 
sittings, ensures support in the Courtroom during hearings and finalizes the documentation 
for cases after judgments have been rendered. It manages the Registrar’s case-related 
correspondence. 


Law Branch 


The Law Branch provides legal services to the Judges and the administration of the Court, 
and manages the publication of the judgments of the Court in both official languages. Staff 
lawyers provide legal opinions on all leave applications filed and legal editing of all reasons 
for decisions. The Branch also manages the Registrar’s correspondence and prepares and 


publishes the Bulletin of Proceedings and news releases which outline the Court’s agenda 
and listing judgments rendered or to be rendered. 


Library and Information Services 


Library and Information Services are provided by the: Library, Information Management and 
Technology Branch and Special Projects. Sector services are designed primarily to serve the Court 
and its business units, and through them litigants, the media and the public. These responsibilities 


extend to the corporate level where this centre of expertise is charged with ensuring that the 
management of the Court’s information meets legal and central agency requirements. 
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Corporate Services 


The administrative and operational support to the Judges and Court staff is provided by Corporate 
Services, which is responsible for accommodation, finance, procurement, human resources, 
administration, security and strategic planning.

The SCC continued work on two significant projects in 2006-2007. The first project is a refit of 
the SCC building’s east entrance, and is designed to improve both the accessibility to and 
security of the building. Funding for this project in the amount of $773,000 was approved by 
Treasury Board. The project was originally expected to be completed in 2006-2007, but due to 
construction delays is now planned for completion early in 2007-2008. 


The SCC also commenced work on a project to replace the existing audio-visual equipment in 
the courtroom, and to add modern information technology capabilities. Because the court 
hearing schedule limits the time available to implement the project, the completion date of this 
project is anticipated to be in 2008-2009. This project received Effective Project Approval and 
expenditure authority in October, 2006. Funds totalling $5.1M were approved for 2006-2007 
and 2007-2008. The total cost of the project is estimated at $6.5M, with the difference to be 
funded from existing reference levels.
